ALEXANDRIA, Egypt, 
Jan. 10 (AP). 


Wea the British light cruiser 


Galatea, stabbed three times 
in its side by torpedoes, heeled 
quickly over and sank with a muf- 
fied blast, a heroic naval story just 

began. . 

The Galatea was sunk by a U- 
boat in the pre-dawn blackness of 
Dec. 16 only 32 miles off Alex- 
andria. 

It was: a cold, choppy sea and 
the lurking menace of the U-boat 

’ was always present, but for 10 
hours British destroyers. stuck to 
the dangerous job of rescuing the 
- qruiser’s survivors, 


They picked 119 of the Galatea’s 
680 officers and men out of the 
oily scum that marked its grave in 
the sea and one more, myself. 

All that time they were trying to 
find an@ depth-charge the subma- 
rine, but they néver got it. 

The submarine had attacked at 
close range while the Galatea was 
speeding at 26 knots along with 
other cruisers and destroyers after 
fending off a seven-hour attack by 
Axis bombers. 

Three. torpedoes ripped gaping 
holes ‘into its portside, aft, mid- 
ships and forward near the bow. 


Sunk in Three Minutes. 


There were three vivid flashes of 
flame, then torrents of water 
poured into the wounded. cruiser. 
In three minutes it had vanished 
as if by magic, spraying a huge 
mass of oil over the sea. 

This is the story of those three 
minutes and the 45 which followed 
before I was hoisted, more. dead 
than alive, to a destroyer’s deck. 

Torpedoes literally chased me up 
the port side of the Galatea’s quar- 
terdeck as I raced t the bridge 
when the first warning came just 
about midnight: “First degree 
readiness heavy armament.”

PLAN NOW GOES 
BACK TO HOUSE 


Chicago Traders Assert 
Wheat Could Reach 
$1.57 Under Proposal — 
Cotton Growers Also 
Would Be Beneficiaries. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10 (AP).— 
The administration’s wartime price 
control legislation-emerged from 
the Senate today so much amend- 
ed by its farm bloc that Demo- 
cratic Leader Barkley (Ky.) called 
it a “farm relief bill.” 

The vote on passage was 83 to 1 
with Senator Nye (Rep.), North 
Dakota, casting the only dissent- 
ing tally. Beforehand, however, 
the farm bloc, in a 55 to 31 di- 
vision, had succeeded in writing in 
a series of restrictions on ceilings 
over agricultural products with the 
result, administration men said, 
that many farm commodities were 
left free to rise 25 per cent or 
more above present levels. 

The complicated measure—in- 
tended to help prevent inflation 
and rising living costs—now goes 
back to the House. A Senate-House 
conference committee is expected 
to be appointed to redraft impor- 
tant sections before the measure 
comes up for final consideration. 

Question of ' ’ 

Whether this :group could work 
out and obtain Senate and House 
approval of a measure satisfactory 
to the administration was, how- 
ever, an open question. 

When the bill passed the House 
last month with a provision allow- 
ing sharp increases in farm prices 
the word was passed around that 
President Roosevelt would veto it 
if it reached him in that form. 

The Senate Banking Committee 
knocked out the House farm pro- 
vision objectionable to the admin- 
istration, but the Senate went, be- 
yond the House in approving re- 
strictions on farm price-fixing. 

With the farm bloc in complete 
control, the Senate adopted 55 to 
31 an amendmefht by Senator O’Ma- 
honey (Dem.), Wyoming, provid- 
ing: 

First, that no price ceiling 
should be placed on a farm prod- 
uct below the 1919-29 average 
price of that commodity—a pe- 
riod when farm prices were the 
highest in history. 

Second, directing that the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board's index of in- 


dustrial wages should be used as ~ 


a factor in calculating parity 


figures. 

Parity Increase. 

The effect of this latter provi- 
sioh, it was explainéd, was to in- 
crease parity about 10 per cent. 

Parity is the price at which the 
Agriculture Department estimates 
that a farm product has the same 


purchasing power, in terms of non-

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10 (AP).— 
Fragmentary news from the Phil- 
ippines led some tacticians here 
tonight to the opinion that the Jap- 
anese might be planning an imme- 
diate full-scale assault on the 
Dutch East Indies, simultaneously 
with an effort to crush Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur's forces on the is- 
land of Luzon. . 

This view was bolstered, they 
said, by army reports of an enemy 
fleet concentration off Mindanao, 
the southernmost of the large Phil- 
ippine Islands, together with a 
massing of Japanese reinforce- 
ments on the Luzon front. 

The fighting on Luzon was, 
meanwhile, in a lull except for ar- 
tillery duels. There were sporadic 
skirmishes between Japanese and 
American patrols. Enemy air ac- 
tivity was confined to observation.

Mindanao as Base. 

“The army announcement of en- 
emy ships off Mindanao indicated 
additional landings ‘on that island 
and stopped there. However, some 
observers thought Mindanao would 
be used as a base for the attack 
on the East Indies. It is so situated 
that it could be used as an impor- 
tant depot on the Japanese line of 
communications. 

The nearest major island is 
that of Borneo, on the northern 
coast of which, in Sarawak, the 
Japanese have already established 
themselves. Most of Borneo is 
Dutch-owned. 

It was recalled that American 
bombing planes raided Japanese 
concentrations at Davao, on Min- 
danao, a week ago with highly 
successful results, and there was 
much conjecture as to whether the 
blow could be repeated. 

Situation on Luzon. 

Gen. MacArthur’. forces, mean-

RUSSIANS. REPORT 
ENEMY NOW HAS 
STARTED 10 GE 
UP BY HUNDREDS 


Pincers Declared  Tight- 
ened Around Mozhaisk— 
Nazis Said to-Be Falling 
Back From Staritsa To- 
ward Rzhev. 


MOSCOW, Sunday, Jan. 11 (AP). 
—The Soviet Information Bureau 
announced today the reoccupation 
of more populated centers by the 
uninterrupted Soviet offensive. 

The communique said advances 
were registered yesterday in a 
number of sectors, but did not 
specify where. 

The Soviet. Air. Force reported 
destruction of 42 German planes 
Friday against six losses of its own. 


Tass News Agency . reported 
“hundred of soldiers of the Fascist 
armies” have been surrendering to 
the Russians recently without re- 
sistance. Until recently, Tass said, 
prisoners only were taken in 
fighting. 


NAZIS REPORTED 
RUSHING PLANES 


LONDON, Jan. 10 (AP). — The 
Soviet. Army tonight was reported 
pressing its counteroffensive 
r uinst the Germans with conspic- 
uously successful blows in the cen- 
tral seotor northwest and south- 
west of Moscow, tightening the pin- 
cers about Mozhaisk, 57 miles west 
of the capital. There are perhaps 
as many as 100,000 Germans in the 
Mozhaisk aréa and, as has been 
told, the Russiaris are trying to en- 
circle and trap them. 

To the north the Nazis were said 
to be retreating from Staritsa to- 
ward Rzhev. With the recapture 
of Mosalsk to the south, announced 
yesterday, Soviet forces apparently 
were about 30 miles beyond Moz- 
haisk on either side. . 

In the Staritsa-Rzhev area the 
Germans apparently were trying to 
make a stand, for the Russian 
newspaper Izvestia reported the 
Nazis were rushing up planes “and 
infantry units are being brought 
up from deep in the rear.” 

Reds Near Vyazma-Bryansk Line. 

The Red Army’s thrusts had 
brought it within 25 miles of the 
north-south Vyazma-Bryansk rail- 
way line, a 140-mile stretch where 
British observers believe the Ger- 
mans will attempt to marshal their 
retreating forces for a fortified 
defensive stand. 

The Moscow radio quoted a Rus- 
sian dispatch as saying there was 
unceasing activity in the Lenin- 
grad sector. Gen. Meretzkov’s So- 
viet troops, having mopped up the 
section about Volkovo, on the Len- 
ingrad-Moscow railway line 80 
miles below Leningrad, were re- 
ported sweeping southwestward 
down the Volkov River toward 
Novgorod, 40 miles away.

Milton Moldafsky Writes 


‘That Was Me’ Across | 


Account of How One 
Prevented Damage When 
Warhead Fell to Deck. 


Ensign Milton Moldafsky of St. 
Louis has. written a cousin here 
that he’ was one of the four en- 
signs who took to sea a destroyer 
which helped shoot down four Jap- 
anese planes and depth-bombed 
two submarines during the attack 
on Pearl Harbor Dec.. 7. 

His mother, Mrs. J. M. Moldaf- 
sky, 5817 Pershing avenue, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter last night 
that her son wrote, “That was me” 
across the paragraph of a Hono- 
lulu newspaper. clipping detailing 
how one of the men on the de- 
stroyer prevented damage when 
the live warhead of a torpedo fell 
to the deck. Names of the Ensigns 
and the vessel have not been an- 
nounced by the Navy Department. 

Mrs. Moldafsky, who told the 
reporter about the clipping re- 
ceived. by her son’s cousin, de- 
clined to disclose the cousin’s iden- 
tity. Shé said she and her hus- 
band, a lawyer in the Paul Brown 
Building, received a clipping of the 
same article from their son Fri- 
day, but: that their clipping did 
not have the identifying phrase, 

However, she added, it was ac- 
companied by a censored letter, 
which said, “Guesg you ought to 
be proud of your son now.” 

Ensign Moldafsky, 25 years old, 
is a graduate of Washington Uni- 
versity, where he was kn as 
“Spike,” Previously, at the Uni- 


-versity of Missouri, he was cam- 


pus wrestling champion. He enh- 
listed. in the Navy in 1940, took 
an officers’ training course at 
Northwestern University and was 
sent to Hawaii on destroyer duty. 
Word that -he was safe had been 
received previously by his parents. 

An Associated Press story of the 
heroic action, as released by Navy 
officials, was published in the 
Post-Dispatch last Monday. Cover- 
ing 30 hours of adventure for few- 
er than 200 men aboard the 1500- 
ton destroyer, the article related 
that the four Ensigns took charge 
in the absence of their command- 
ing officer. 

After relating how a gunner’s 
mate cleared a jammed shell from 
a gun, the dispatch said: “The 
chief torpedoman, assuming equal 
person hazard, prevented serious 
damage when a live war-head tum- 
bled to the deck.” Young Moldatf- 
sky, according to his mother, was 
chief torpedo officer. 

Navy spokesmen here said the 
“chief torpedoman” ordinarily 
would be a petty officer, not a 
commissioned officer, but Mrs. 
Moldafsky said the clipping re- 
ceived by her son’s cousin “pointed 
out” that the man involved was 
Ensign Moldafsky. 

The destroyer’s guns © hurled 
hundreds .of rounds of high-ex- 
Plosive shells and thousands of 
rounds of machine-gun bullets dur- 
ing the engagement. The destroy- 
er returned to Pearl Harbor with- 
out a single casualty to its per- 
sonnel,

He swam toward it, as though 
with new energy. But I couldn't 
get closer, try as I did. The waves 
seemed to carry me further away 
and I screamed for help, 

There is nothing more agonizing 
than to see rescue at hand yet 
know that you cannot reach it nor 
make the searchers see or hear 
you. ‘ 

No Lights Possible. 


Everything was in utter dark« 


ness. They dared not flash a 
searchlight for fear of an enemy 
attack. 

Limp, exhausted, helpless, I 
prayed. Then, as though in answer 
a big wave caught me, swamped 
me and washed me almost under 
the destroyer’s propeller, 

I called for help until I thought 
my vdice would leave me. 

Suddenly a long, oily rope dan- 
gled over the side, I grasped at it 
but my strength was gone. 

“Hang on, we'll pull you up,” an 
officer shouted. 

“Can't,” I called and the rope 


slipped out of my fingers. 

The officer told me to come 
closer and somehow I did, manag- 
ing to grip a rope ladder. 

I realized that safety was within 
reach. I held on. But I couldn't 
even pull myself up the first rung. 

Just then a life raft drifted. 
against the destroyer’s side and 
banged my head again and again 
against the ship. 

Sailors on the raft grasped the 
rope ladder and clambered up, 
several stepping on my head and 
pushing me down into the water, 
while I called on my last strength 
to keep from drowning. 

At last, a sallor aboard the raft 
saved my life. He tied a heavy 
rope under my arms, flung it to 
the quarterdeck of the warship. 
Three sailors slowly hoisted me 
out of the oily mess and flopped 
me like an exhausted fish, flat on 
the deck. I was covered from head 
to foot with thick, oily scum, 

I dimly recall hearing someone 
say, “This fellow’s ah American,” 
as they pressed the water fromi my 
lungs, Then they carried me to the 
mess deck below and for the next 
10 hours I lay on greasy rags and 
oi] soaked clothes, too weak to 
get on my feet, while the Navy 
searched for the Galatea’s sur- 
vivors and its attacker. 

At Alexandria, T had to borrow 
a coat to get ashore. All my 
clothes, all my money and my 
typewriter are with the Galatea.

RITAIN will go on a short- 
Benes food ration tomorrow 
because the war in the Pa- 
cific is making extraordinary 
new demands on her merchant 
shipping.

Head Urges 


Rossell Suggests Ways 
to Relieve Congestion 
Downtown — 200 More 
New Busses All That 
Remain to Be Added. 


The: city’s growing problem of 
public transportation probably will 
require changes in traffic regula- 
tions in the congested areas if ade- 
quats service by street cars and 
busses is to be maintained, Presi- 
dent William T. Rossell of Public 
Service Co., said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter yesterday. 

The rapid increase in travel on 
street cars and busses in the last 
year has brought back the crowd- 
ing and waiting, particularly in 
the rush hours, which was a regu- 
lar part of metropolitan life in St. 
Louis at a time when the street 
railway system carried nearly 
twice aS Many passengers as it 
was carrying only a year ago, be- 
_ the present traffic rise start- 
ed. 

Former Gov. Henry S. Caulfield, 
now Director of Public Welfare, 
complained a few days ago to Di- 
rector of Public Utilities Max H. 
Doyne that a westbound car on 
Olive street which he boarded at 2 
p. m. at Broadway was so jammed 
with riders by the time it reached 
Fourteenth street that he had great 
difficulty in getting out. He sug- 
gested that Public Service Co. 
might have some cars in reserve 
which it could place in service. 
Doyne asked the company for its 
schedules so he could study them 
for information, not that he could 
do anything about it, since the 
State Public Service Commission 
has regulatory jurisdiction over 
the company. 

Service Now “Standard.” 

Kossell said the facilites of the 
transportation system had their 
most difficult test about two weeks 
before Christmas, when the condi- 
tion was what he described as 
“very tight.” By this he meant 
that the traffic demand required 
the operation of all available equip- 
ment to the fullest possible extent. 
The system now is giving service 
on a basis which Rossell described 
as “standard.” This does not mean 
that there is a seat for every rider, 
or even standing space, just when 
he wants it. Rush hour peaks al 
ways have been the nightmare of 
street car and bus operators. Main- 
tenance of sufficient equipment to 
take care of all morning and eve- 
ning rush-hour riders without in- 
convenience, he pointed out, ob- 
viously would. require so large a 
capital investment that fares would 
have to be much higher than the 
generally accepted standards for 
such service.

lected in the year 1941 were 176,500,- 
312, an increase of 15.5 per cent 
from the 1940 total of 152,500,312. 
The high point in the system’s 
traffic was in 1923 when the street 
cars alone carried 295,849,519 fare-, 
paying passengers. Bus service 
was insignificant at that time. 

Riding was stimulated by the 
introduction of the unlimited week- 
ly pass at $1.25 in the fall of 1940, 
Rossell said. Other special fare 
arrangements such as the 50-cent 
weekly pass for pupils of grade and 
high schools and the 75-cent shop- 
pers’ pass also gave impetus to 
riding. 

The rise was greatly accelerated, 
however, by defense work and gen- 
erally increasing business activity 
in the St. Louis area, beginning 
last spring. The curve on Rossell’s 
charts showing the increase in 
riding here is bending upward at 
a rate equaled in only two or three 
other large cities. 


150 New Busses to Come. 


Expecting the rise to continue, 
Rossell has considered what steps 
may be taken to meet the prob- 
lem. 

Delivery of more new busses in 
the next few months is expected 
to help. There are about 200 of 
the 40-passenger busses still to be 
delivered. A batch of 50 has just 
arrived and will be put in service 
this week. 

The company’s purchases of new 
equipment in the last two years 
aggregate 150 modern street cars 
and 446 busses, at a total cost of 
$8,219,130. All the new street cars 
have been delivered and are in 


service. 


The company now has about 800 
street cars and when outstanding 
orders are delivered it will have 
about an equal number of busses, 
or approximately 1600 passenger 
vehicles. This compares with about 
1500 street cars in the period of 
maximum travel on the system. In 
the last few years many obsolete 
and worn-out street cars have 
been scrapped. 


New equipment outside of that 
now on order will not be obtain- 
able, but steps can be taken to 
speed up traffic and thereby in- 
crease the carrying capacity of the 
system, Rossell said. It may be 
necessary, he said, for the city to 
eliminate automobile parking and 
all left turns in the downtown area 
in order to speed up the travel of 
street cars and busses through 
that district. 


Another prospective relief meas- 
ure is the staggering of opening 
and closing hours of downtown of- 
fices and _ stores. This would 
spread out the rush-hour peaks. 
Opening and closing hours of Gov- 
ernment offices in Washington 
were staggered months ago to re- 
lieve the rush-hour problem. 

Intensification of safety work to 
reduce the number of street acci- 
dents also would reduce traffic de- 
lays and help the situation, Rossell 
said. 

It has been the company’s plan, 
he said, that when all new busses 
now on order are placed in service 
the 110 old double-deék busses will 
be retired from regular service and 
held in reserve. It may be neces- 
sary to keep all these in sacha 
through the emergency. 


Another possibility is temporary 
abandonment of street car service 
on some of the less important lines 
and substitution of bus service on 
those lines. This would make avail- 
able more street cars for use on 
the most heavily traveled lines. 


The use of trailer cars to in- 
crease capacity of lines is not con- 
sidered good practice by Rossell, 
because trailer car units cannot 
maintain the faster schedules of 
single-car units. To place one or 
more trailer car units on a line 
with single cars would disrupt 
schedules, he said. The company 
now has only 15 of the trailer cars, 
and will use these only in cases of 
emergency. It formerly had 176. 


There are about 30 damaged 
street cars standing idle in the 
barns, and Rossell said the main- 
tenance department is making a 
survey to see how many can be 
repaired for service. Under normal 
conditions these cars probably 
would be scrapped as not worth 
repairing. Most of them are very 
old. 

How much the Government’s re- 
striction on automobile tire sales 
will affect public transportation is 
uncertain. Rossell expects it will 
bring back to the street cars and 
busses many riders who have pre- 
ferred to drive their own cars 
downtown, reversing to some ex- 
tent the traffic trends which came 
with the rapid rise of the automo- 
bile. Removal of large numbers 
of automobiles from the streets 
might have the effect of speeding 
up street car and bus traffic so as 
to compensate in some degree for 
the added passenger load, .

Efficiency Board Head to Ask 


for Job as Director—Op- 
posed Civi! Service. 


Charles Hertenstein, chairman of 
the Efficiency Board, who opposed 
the civil service amendment 
adopted last September, told re- 
porters yesterday he would apply 
for the position of personnel direc- 
tor under the new law. 

He said he would mail his ap- 
plicatiofi soon to the Civil Service 
Commission, which will supersede 


the Efficiency Board when it has 
completed organization details. 
Last month 72 application forms 
were mailed to personnel experts 
all over the country, to be returned 
not later than next Wednesday. 
The job pays $8000 a year. 

Hertenstein, a Republican who 
was appointed to the Efficiency 
Board post last summer by Mayor 
Becker, defended his early stand 
against the amendment yesterday. 

“My position always has been 
that a system of merit should pre- 
vail in city employment,” he. said. 
“T sincerely believed that the Effi- 
ciency Board, if fairly administered 
along the lines visualized by the 
drafters of the original city Char- 
ter, would provide such a merit 
system. expected to administer 
it on that basis. 

“The people have chosen another 
instrument—the Charter amend- 
ment—to achieve this same end. 
I am confident that my. consistent 
adherence to the goal which that 
amendment seeks qualifies me on 
that one point. As to the other 
points of knowledge and ability, 
the competitive examination will 
be the best measure.”

Strict control of civilian flying 
activities at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field was established last week 
with the employment of three 
flight officers, including Forest 
O’Brine, one-time endurance flyer, 
it was disclosed yesterday by Di- 
rector of Public Utilities Max H.

The posts are new ones created 
by the city at the request of the 
Civil Aeronautics Authority, to 
establish a 24-hour guard service 
to check all civilian flights.

Has Been Behind Fail- 
ure to Increase Force. 


The city will begin bolstering its 
Fire Department this week with 
the hiring of 60 to 65 additional 
firemen, bringing the department's 
personnel almost to its authorized 
strength of 922 men, Mayor Wil- 
liam Dee Becker announced yes 
terday 


At present. the department has 
850 men, with 72 vacancies. In 
the last few days it had been 
charged in the Board of Aldermen 
and in newspaper editorials that 
the administration was playing 
party politics through failure to 
hire new men heretofore. 
Irritated by this criticism, Mayor 
Becker declared that the hiring 
had merely been delayed until a 
survey of the Fire Department 
could be completed and until he 
could make a request for $1,250,- 
000 in Federal funds for new and 
much-needed fire fighting equip- 
ment, 
He left for Washington yester- 
day to attend the annual United 
States Conference of Mayors and, 
while there, will present his plea 
for funds. He. declined to say 
from which Federal agency he 
hoped to get the money. 
Meanwhile, Director of Public 
Safety Harry D. McBride has been 
instructed to send questionnaires 
to the top 300 men out of the 522 
on the list of those now eligible 
for Fire Department jobs to ask 
them if they are still interested in 
appointment. The Mayor said that 
some on the list may have been 
drafted, others are now over the 
35-year age limit, and some doubt- 
less have defense jobs. Proba- 
tionary firemen are paid $185 a 
month, 
The questionnaire will not ask 
whether the men are Republicans 
or Democrats. The eligibility list 
was compiled last year under the 
Democratic administration and Al- 
derman Lawrence P. Walsh, a 
Democrat, charged Friday that the 
Mayor was waiting until a Repub- 
lican list could be compiled before 
hiring new men. 
Hiring will begin, the Mayor 
said, when he returns from Wash- 
ington next Friday. Normal pro- 
cedure when new men are hired 
is for the Efficiency Board to cer- 
tify the top three men on the list, 
out of which the Director of Pub- 
lic Safety: chooses one.

Against the Germans. 


Two heavy ships of the German 
Navy were sunk by the British: 
the Graf Spee and the Bismarck, 
both credited to the Navy though 
latter was half the R. A. F.’s prey. 
Of three German cruisers sunk in 
the present war, two were by a 
British submarine and one by Nor- 
wegian coastal batteries. Only one 
of the 17 German destroyers sunk 
was destroyed by a torpedo from a 
British aircraft, the rest by sur- 
face vessels and mines. Yet two of 
Germany's best heavy ships, the 
Scharnhorst and the Gniesenau, 
and the splendid cruiser Prinz Ewu- 
gen have been bottled up at Brest 
for many months, and the British 
Navy has been spared the task of 
chasing them or of protecting 
convoys against them simply be- 
cause the R. A. F. has kept them 
immobilized there by bombing. 

The R. A. F. takes credit also 
for having destroyed most of the 
armed trawlers, anti-aircraft ships 
and other armed coastal vessels 
sent to the bottom. 

Against the Italians the R.A. F. 
has done comparatively better 
than in the North, and its re- 
connaissance planes have been 
largely responsible for the great 
successes in the Mediterranean. 
True enough, all the nine Italian 
cruisers destroyed in this war 
have been credited to surface 
ships and submarines. But vir- 
tually all of them were brought 
to action because British planes 
told the Navy where they were. 

Of the 35 Italian destroyers defi- 
nitely known to be lost the fleet 
air arm and R., A. F. bombers got 
at least 10. Of the 35 Italian sub- 
marines known to have been sunk, 
four are credited to combined 
fleet and air action, four to air, 
while the cause of several other 
sinkings is unknown. 

British Losses. 

The Axis has been comparative- 
ly more effective than the Allies, 
probably because the Axis, having 
no great fleet, had to concentrate 
it. The British have officially lost 
two battleships and two battle 
cruisers in this war, one each by 
aerial attack. All three British 
aircraft carriers lost have been 
sunk by submarine torpedoes. But

Testing the Defenses. 


The Japanese are engaged in 
finding out all they can about the 
locations of Singapore’s search- 
lights and ack-ack. Their com- 
mander, somewhere upon an air- 
field to the north, like a football 
quarterback, tries various plays, 
seeking a hole into Singapore's de- 
fense. 

Thursday night’s play, for in- 
tance, somewhat resembled a shoe- 
string end. The RAF intelligence 
may have seen something quite dif- 
ferent, but what mere groundlings 
Saw was a plane attempt to attack 
one side of the city, with the evi- 
dent aim of occupying the aerial 
cannonade and the searchlights. 
Meanwhile, the main flight, con- 
sisting apparently of only three 
planes flying in tight formation, 
appeared on the other side of the 
city and was soon haloed in search- 
lights. 

Thus, in this play, the shoe- 
string end was a fake and never 
carried the ball, and the real power 
play came around the other wing. 
Almost the first shell fired twin- 
kled close to the three aircraft fly- 
ing in the characteristic Japanese 
triangle. More twinkles folldwed; 
Singapore’s ack-ack is much better 
today than when the first Japa- 
nese came over. Although appar- 
ently none of the planes was hit, 
they were so shaken that they un- 
loaded their bombs soon after be- 
ing disturbed by ack-ack and suf- 
ficiently near me that the ground 
trembled. 

Although the bombers’ moon is 
now late in rising and too small 
for even the theme of a Japanese 
poem, to say nothing of illumining 
a bombing raid, nobody in Singa- 
pore is being deceived by the ten- 
tative quality of these ‘first Jap- 
anese thrusts. 

They represent only a fraction 
of the strength that Japan has 
massed on the Northern Malayan 
fields and probably are meant to 
give various pilots experience in a 
preliminary onslaught. Ever so 
often young pilots from Singapore 
go forth and plaster enemy fields 
with bombs, lessening somewhat 
— heavy margin of superior- 

ve 

How effective has been the dem- 
olition of air fields by the retreat- 
ing jungle forces is a matter which 
can be judged only when the pre- 
cise dates are published as to when 
the demolition was acconiplished 
and when the first Japanese planes 
began to use a given airdrome, 
and such comparative dates are 
still unreleased. But the lull in at-

NEW YORK, Jan. 10 (AP).— 
The “China incident,” which de- 
veloped a war front as long as 
Germany’s in Russia and’ which 
now has merged into a world con- 
flict, today furnishes encouraging 
news for the nations fighting Ja- 


At vital spots all along a 2000- 
mile front, from Mongolia to Bur- 
ma, the troops of Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek are on the move 
in something resembling a general 
offensive after four years and a 
half of war. The Japanese are in 
much the same situation as Ger- 
many in Russia. 

The Chinese, who claim to have 
inflicted 2,000,000 casualties on the 
Japanese Army, appear no more 
willing than the Russians to give 
the Axis a breathing space. 

Four Main Drives. 

With a trained and séasoned 
army of from 4,000,000 to 6,000,0000 
men, Gen. Chiang in the past week 
has sprung offensives in four main 
areas. 

One of these is aimed at Canton 
in the south, Another is directed 
at Hankow from three positions 
arranged semi-circularly about the 
great Yangtze River port—Chang- 
sha, Nanchang and from northeast

CHINESE STRIKING 


CHANGSHA, China, Jan. 
(AP).—The enormously increased 
striking power of the Chinese 
Army was demonstrated here in 
the utter rout of a numerically 
superior Japanese force in the in- 
vaders’ third disastrous attempt 
this Hunan Province 


Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
threw only 80,000 men against 120,- 
000 Japanese in the giant battle 
which not only produced a great 
Chinese victory, but saw a reversal 
of the ratio in man power existing 
heretofore. 

In four and a half years of piece- 
meal conquest the Japanese almost 
invariably used smaller, far better 
equipped troops to produce victo- 
ries against under-gunned, but 
larger Chinese forces. 

But in the third battle of Chang- 
sha the tables were turned for the 
first time and Chiang’s men, bol- 
stered by American lease-lend aid, 
showed what they could do once 
they got the necessary tools in 
their hands. 

The enhanced striking power of 
the Chinese was demonstrated fur- 
ther by official figures showing 
they inflicted five-for-one losses 
upon the Japanese at Changsha. 

Casualties in the immef@iate vi- 
cinity of the ‘provincial capital 
were placed at 21,000 Japanese and 
4000 Chinese, with many more 
thousands of Japanese killed in 
their disastrous retreat to the 
northeast. 

A Chinese commynique said pur- 
suit of the Japanese remnants con- 
tinued today before the Laotao 
and Milo rivers, 30 miles northeast 
of Changsha. 

In that vast battle area groups | 
of 1000 Japanese each were de-. 
clared surrounded and in the 
process of methodical annihilation 
by the Chinese.

One Threat to All. 


It is essential, therefore, to rec- 
ognize that the same danger that 
threatens democracy in the United 
States threatens the national in- 
terests of each American republic. 
But it is vitally important to re- 
member that the defense of those 
interests is not necessarily the de- 
fense of democracy. To say that 
the two are one and the same, is 
to prepare another lost generation 
of disillusioned Americans, 


Furthermore, to many Latin 
Americans it is characteristic of 
these crises that continental soli- 
darity means, by strong implica- 
tion, that the United States is go- 
ing to save the other American re- 
publics from something. Again, 
this may be true, but the major 
fact is that, the world being what 
it is, the position of any, great 
nation, however imposing may be 
its material strength, is vulnerable 
to the many-sided attack of an en- 
emy like Hitlerism. The United 
States must be uneasy without 
friendly neighbors, regardless of 
how weak they may be. It will 
make for better feeling and clearer 
thinking if we recognize that none 
of us has less to lose from «a 
Fascist victory than his next-door 
neighbor. ;

U. S. Asking All Latin Republics at Rio to Break

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10. 

N the setting of Rio de Janeiro’s bril- 

liant tropical summer the foreign 

ministers -of the 21 American repub- 
lies are gathering next week for a con- 
ference to determine the extent of war- 
time collaboration in the Western Hemi- 
sphere. 

The pattern of collaboration that is 
hoped for out of this momentous .con- 
ference may survive to the mutual bene- 
fit of .all. the Americas long after the 
war crisis ends. 

That.is the objective of members of 
the United States delegation who are 
now flying by Pan American clipper to 


Rio. 
For the immediate future the goal is to 


persuade all the American republics to sever 
diplomatic relations with the Axis powers 
so that not a single official representative 
of Germany, Italy or Japan will remain in 
the Western Hemisphere, Such action would 
go far, it is believed, to stop the constant 
Axis intrigue in this part.of the world that 
in recent weeks has been directed toward 
sabotaging the conference which is -to open 
Thursday. Axis diplomats and undercover 
agents have tried to spread the poison of 
dissension. They will be active in Rio since 
Brazil still maintains diplomatic relations 
with .Germany and Italy. . 


Welles, No. 1 Career Man, 
Pitted Against Axis Plotters. 


Matched against these Axis efforts will be 
Washington's top-ranking career diplomat, 
Undersecretary of State ‘Sumner Welles, who 
is the official delegate of the United States. 
Welles left Washington Thursday for Rio. 
He has a long background of experience in 
Latin American diplomacy. Many of the 
foreign ministers are his friends. He speaks 
Spanish fluently. He understands the subtle 
sensitivities and jealousies which color Latin 
American relationships. Plus all this, he 
has the bearing of a diplomat that is a use- 
ful bit of stage setting in Latin America. 

Neither Welles nor any of his advisers un- 
derestimates the task that lies ahead. Ar- 
gentina, One of the most powerful states in 
South America, is prepared to oppose unani- 
mous action on severing diplomatic relations 
with the Axis and in working out a convoy 
system with the combined fleets of the |

The situation in Argentina is curiously 
difficult. In February, 1938, Dr. Robert M.

He was a man of considerable 
vision in world affairs, with a realistic view 
of the need for American co-operation.

Argentine Isolationist and 

His Pro-Axis Foreign Minister. 

In Argentina there is a custom—and this 
has a familiar ring in the United States—of 
naming as vice-president someone with the 
necessary political oomph regardless of what 
his other qualifications may be. Castillo 
comes, as did John Nance Garner, from the 
remote interior. He has the outlander’s 
prejudice against foreigners and alliances 
with foreign states. In short, he was the 
Argentine equivalent of an extreme isolation- 
ist. He*proceeded to reverse Ortiz’s foreign 
policy. 

This compelled Foreign Minister Julio 
Roca to resign in disgust. In his place 
Castillo named an extreme. conservative, 
Enrique Ruiz Guinazu, who had spent vir- 
tually all of his diplomatic career in Europe. 
Guinazu’s last post had been that of am- 
bassador to the Vatican and there he had 
come under the personal influence of Mus- 
solini. Though a devout Catholic, Guinazu 
was not influenced by the attitude of the 
present Pope and his Secretary of State who 
are generally in sympathy with the de- 
mocracies. He believed that the Axis would 
win the war and that therefore Argentina 
should cast its lot with Germany and Italy. 

Leaving his post at the Vatican last spring 
to return to Buenos Aires, Guinazu passed 
through Washington. While here he was 
royally wined and dined, but the attentions 
showered on him apparently made no im- 
pression. Back home he remained as firmly 
tied. to the Axis as before.

Washington believe at least 95 per cent of 
the Argentineans favor co-operation with the 
other American republics in the present 
crisis. The pro-Axis element is compara- 
tively small and most of the Italian popu- 
lation definitely anti-Fascist, according to 
the best information here. Not more than 
100,000 citizens of German birth or German 
origin are regarded as tied to Nazism, 

Following the United States declaration of 
war a series of events took place in the Ar- 
gentine which had a significance for the 
whole hemisphere. There was widespread 
evidence of a popular desire to join with the 
United States either by breaking off rela- 
tions with the Axis powers or perhaps even 
through a declaration of war. A huge dem- 
onstration was planned to honor President 
Roosevelt. 

While this big demonstration of solidarity 
was being planned, the Government declared 
a state of siege to exist. This. was done, 
it was announced, to stop Axis agitation and 
Axis propaganda, but under the state of 
siege one of the first acts was to call off 
the pro-Roosevelt demonstration. 

Next a rigid censorship was clamped on 
such great and influential newspapers as 
La Prensa and La Nacion which had been 
backing the demonstration and urging col- 
laboration. For almost the first time in 
their history these papers, which rank with 
the best of the American press, can neither 
print the truth nor say what — wish to

The Castillo government that did this is 
generally recognized as a minority govern- 
ment.

First Defense Line Gone. 


Apparently without a blow, 
Guam surrendered on Dec. 12.

24, after Spartan fighting by a 
handful of marines. With tragic 
levity, on both these islands, the 
Navy had thrust into the lion’s jaw 
garrisons and forces of American 
workmen too small for successful 
resistance and too distant for re- 
inforcement. They are now either 
dead or subject to the notorious 
atrocities of Japanese captivity. 
Hongkong, similarly exposed and 
helpless, yielded on Christmas day. 
Manila fell Jan. 2 and dragged 
down with it the naval base of 


of the Philippines or fortify Guam, 
Wake and the Aleutian Islands, 
The treaty terminated Dec. 31, 
1936, when Japan refused to agree 
to its extension for an added 
period. 


Next to Manila Bay, the strong- 
est potential outpost of the United 
States in the Far East was Guam, 
lying only 1350 miles from Yoko- 
hama. The island was discovered 
in 1521 by Magellan and remained 
a Spanish possession until June 21, 
1898, when it was captured by a 
single American cruiser, It was 
ceded to the United States by the 
Treaty of Paris. Guam is the 
largest and most populous of the 
Marianas group of 17 islands, 
stretching north and south for a 
distance of 420 miles. The other 
16 were placed under Japanese 
mandate by the League of Nations, 
and were illegally converted inte 
anchored plane carriers and sub- 
marine bases. For many years no 
alien was permitted to visit these 
islands, while American posses- 
sions in the same area were left

The second line of defense in | 
the Pacific is American-owned 
with one slight exception, and all | 
of its elements remain as yet in| 
American hands, though several | 
posts have suffered bombardment 
from the air.

Midway 
Island, 1300 miles northwest of 
Honolulu, is part of this rampart,

A Potential Gibraltar. 


Guam was created a naval sta- 
tion by President McKinley on 
| Dec. 23, 1898. Its possibilities as 
“Gibraltar” of the South Seas 
were long ago recognized. It is 30 
miles long, with an area of 225 
square miles. The island is a 
plateau, from 200 to 600 feet above 
sea level, with hills rising to 1300 
feet.

pinog in 1946. The Navy had al- 
ways held that the islands were too 
remote for defense, and maintained 
in their waters only a small squad- 
ron of cruisers, destroyers, subma- 
rines and aircraft. Under the 
sanguine influence of Gen. Doug- 
jas McArthur, the Army decided 
only a few months ago to attempt 
a stand. The first specific appro- 
propriation for defense of the 
Philippines, one of $269,000,000, was 
voted by Congress as recently as 
Dec. 17, when Luzon had already 
been invaded.

NATION OR FARM BLOC? . 
The United States is at war, but the Senate, al- 
though it voted unanimously to rycogeiee, the fact, 
seems to have forgotten it. . 

If there is one thing essential to victory, on the 
economic side, it is a complete system of price con- 
trols. But, despite a letter from the President, the 
Senate yesterday elected to place the interests of 


| the farmers above the interests of the nation. 


By a vote of 48 to 37, it wrote into the pending 
price-control bill an amendment offered by Senator 
Bankhead, one of the leaders of the farm bloc, giving 
the Secretary of Agriculture veto power over any 
ceilings which might be set over farm produce prices. 
It took this flagrant action in spite of the fact 
that the bill already had been watered down to the 
point where its administrator—if it ever becomes a 
law—would be prohibited from fixing such ceilings 
at less than 110 per cent of the parity. Yesterday an 
amendment was adopted to boost this another 10 
per cent. And only a few months ago farmers were 
jubilant because the President signed a measure rais- 
ing their Government loan limit to 85 per cent of 
parity! 

The Senate has said, in \effect, that it wants no 
ceilings at all over farm prices. In thus capitulating 
to a powerful bloc, its members took a direct slap 
at every one of their constituents who is not a 
farmer. For, if the bill is passed with this preferred 
status for farm prices, the penalty will be paid by 
every customer of the corner grocery store. 

The purpose of the price-control bill is to check 
a price inflation already started.’ This inflation, if 
it goes unchecked, will not only mean that the di- 
rect cost of the war will be doubled or tripled. It 
will also mean that the citizens of the Mnited States 
will have less and less money left for the payment 
of taxes and the buying of bonds essential to the 
financing of the war effort. And that pinch, as it 
grows tighter and tighter, will be,a compelling in- 
vitation to new demands for wage increases and 
the consequent industrial disturbances. | 
Instead of being watered down, the price con- 
trol bill should be stiffened. If inflation is really 
to be checked, ail cost factors, including wages, 
should be brought under control. Bernard Baruch, 
out of the wealth of his experience as our economic 
generalissimo during the last war, has made this 
abundantly clear. 

But what hope can there be for a real curb on 
inflation in the light of the Senate’s action? 
this flagrant bowing to a pressure group, what as- 
surance is there that it may not adopt Senator 
Taft's vitiating amendment for a five-man adminis- 
tration of price controis? 

There is only one thing for the Senate to do. It 
should reverse its attitude toward this legislation. 
It will do so if enough people protest against its 
present course. It must be told that real price con- 
trols are essential, that the people want them. It 
must be reminded that this is no time for the old 
game of playing favorites. It must be reminded that 
the United States is at war.

The events of the war’s first five weeks have 
washed out all the American over-confidence about a 
swift knockout of Japan, and that’s a good thing. 
The politicos who predicted we could whip the Japs 
in three weeks, and the experts who set the time at 
30 to 60 days, have craWled into deep caves, and most 
of the wishful thinkers have suddenly become stern 
realists. This is encouraging for our side, and so 
is the fact that the Japs are now indulging in dreams 
even rosier than those so widely prevalent in Ameri- 
ca before Péarl Harbor. 

Here’s the Japan Times and Advertiser, mouth- 
piece of the Japanese Foreign Office, assuring its 
readers that it is quite probable “the armed forces of 
this country will land on the American continent,” 
and after that, “it will be a simple matter for a 
well-trained and courageous army to sweep every- 
thing before it.” America’s impregnability is just a 
myth, this paper says, and adds ominously, “It will 
be invaded.”

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DAYLIGHT SAVING FOR WAR PRODUCTION. 

In times of great emergency, national needs take 
precedence over local customs. So it is with day- 
light saving. St. Louis has turned thumbs down 
}on daylight saving summer after summer for rea- 
sons which are well known to residents of this 
area. Moving clocks up an hour in hot weather de- 


quently is the coolest hour of their sleep, that which 
comes between 5 and 6 a. m. 

In time of war, other things are more important 
than physical, comfort. One of these is economical 
use of resources for war production. OPM Director 
Knudsen says that advancing the clocks will release 
for defense an electricity-generating capacity of vast 
proportions. That is all most Americans will want 
to know about the basis for the bills now going 
through Congress, 

As between these measures, that which has sakead 
the Senate is clearly to be preferred, It would allow 
the President discretion to make the advance in time 
by as much as two hours and on a -basis of zones. 
The House bill would automatically advance time in 
the country one hour 20 days after enactment. 

The United States is a vast country with varying 
amounts of daylight in different seasons in its far- 
spreading expanse. Daylight saving administered 
through wise presidential discretion can be of 
greater benefit in the war effort than a rule-of- 
thumb order advancing all clocks one hour regardless 
of the section and the length of itg daylight.

FINDING OUT ABOUT “SECRET” COAL. 

It would not be exactly a surprise if .he “$5-a-ton, 
absolutely smokeless” fuel—which, according to 
James A. Storm, is being kept out of St. Louis by the 
rigid standards of Smoke Commissioner Tucker— 
falls short of the claims made for it. 

‘We do not know its exact merits. However, we 
do know that if Storm’s secret process is all that he 
told an aldermanic investigating committee it is, he 
could have become wealthy by selling treated coal 
here and elsewhere during the period of almost two 
years in ‘which he has been seeking a way to 
circumvent the anti-smoke ordinance. 

Storm is so jealous of his formula, he told the 


fp Aiserene, that he will not even submit it to the 
United States Patent Office, let alone to the Smoke 


Commissioner. Nor did he, during all this time, 
turn to the Appeal Board created by the ordinance, 
although this is made up of disinterested citizens 
headed by Dr, George Moore of Shaw’s Garden. 

Not even after the City Counselor handed down 
an opinion that Tucker should test fuel treated by 
the Storm process without being told its formula, 
did he submit any coal for examination. Such a 
test would have cost only about $200, but Storm 
told the Aldermen of considering a politician’s al- 
leged “offer” to get approval for the fuel.for a “fee” 
of $50,000, “law or no law.” 

Tucker and the Smoke Elimination Committee 
have, from the very beginning, been seeking cheap 
fuels, especially Ilinois coal, which could be burned 
in compliance with the ordinance. In view of their 
efforts, it is hard to believe that willful and arbitrary 
obstacles were placed in Storm’s path. 

Some of the Aldermen are known to be less 
friendly to the anti-smoke ordinance than they 
should be. They are, however, doing St. Louis a 
good turn in going into doubt-raising claims like 
Storm’s. They have ordered that a test be made. 

And, yesterday, they summoned Tucker to explain 
why the ordinance requires formulas of this kind to 
be submitted to his office in confidence. Thus, the 
matter soon will be settled once and for all. 
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DR. DIETRICH’S ADMISSION. 

It is no longer necessary to consult the Moscow 
communiques to learn that the Nazis are suffering 
wholesale defeats in Russia. More convincing evi- 
dence than the official Soviet reports is available 
in the actions and words of Nazi leaders, of which 
the latest instance is the strongest admission of dis- 
aster thus far. 

Dr. Otto Dietrich, Hitler’s personal press chief, 
confesses in a newspaper article that German mili- 
tary operations in Russia “have entered an extreme- 
ly serious and indeed critical phase.” The previous 
explanations, that the Nazi lines are being straight. 
ened, or that cold weather has temporarily stopped 
the advances, are abandoned. Evidently the German 
people can no longer be fooled by such excuses. When 
the previous Nazi technique of minimizing every 
setback is considered, Dietrich’s description of the 
situation as “extremely serious ... indeed critical’ 
becomes even more significant than the ordinary 
meaning of the words. 

The Nazi war machine still has a lot of power 
left. However, it has run into some nasty sur- 
prises on the Eastern front against an enemy that 
Hitler said on Oct. 3 was “already broken and will 
never rise again.” 
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END OF THE ALBATROSS LEGEND. 

The debunking of foolish legends and idle supersti- 
tions is always a useful pursuit, and it needn’t be 
abandoned entirely in time of war. Take that old 
theory about the albatross, which Samuel Taylor 
Coleridge more than a century ago wove into a long 
and hair-raising poem, “The Rime of the Ancient 
Mariner.” In sea-going vernacular, it’s the bunk, as 
was proved by Capt. C. R. Evans of the British mer- 
chant service and his shipmates after their vessel 
was torpedoed 800 miles off South Africa, and by 
Don-C. McCord Jr. of St. Louis, Army Air Corps radio 
man, after he and eight companions were cast adrift 
on a raft when their plane was forced down in the 
Pacific. 

When the garruwous, grey-bearded, glittery-eyed 
seafarer of the Coleridge fable took his crossbow 
and shot the albatross, he soon realized he “had done 
a hellish thing,” for he “had killed the bird that 
made the breeze to blow.” The ship was becalmed, 
and his companions died horribly. The old salt 
wanted to die, too, but survived, to bore wedding 
guests and other unwilling hearers with his yarn. 

Capt. Evans stunned his albatross with an oar and 
dived overboard to wrestle it to death, which is quite 
a feat considering that this largest of sea birds has 
a powerful hooked beak and a wing-spread as great 
as 17 feet. McCord shot his bird with a pistol. No 
supernatural vengeance occurred in either case. Both 
groups of starving men dined sumptuously on raw 
albatross. (McCord’s party even found a fish for des- 
sert inside its fowl), and eventually all were rescued.

SINGAPORE (by cable). 
é<é BRITISH soldier is equal to 10 Jap- 
A anes, but unfortunately there are 
11 Japanese.” That remark, made to 
me by a Tommy wounded at Sungei Patani, 
synthesizes one reason for the present grave 
situation in Malaya. 

But superiority in numbers is not the 
only reason. There are others equally im- 
portant, perhaps more so. 

We can’t compare the probabilities here 
with London’s ability to stand and take it. 
The whites here are less than 1 per cent of 
the population. Malaya has its back to the 
wall, and the retention of Singapore is a 
touch-and-go affair due to the incredible 
and unbelievable unpreparedness right up 
to the moment when Jap bombs gave Singa- 
pore’s lethargy the first shock in more than 
a half-dozen complacent decades. 

The atrophying malady of dying-without- 
death, best known as the “Singapore men- 
tality,” largely. helped to bring the. Jap- 
anese more than 125 miles inside Malaya. 
For civilians, this walking death is charac- 
terized by an apathy to all affairs except 
making tin and rubber, money, having 
stengahs (whisky and sodas) between 5 and 
8 p. m., keeping fit, being known as a “good 
chap” and getting thoroughly “plawstered” 
on Saturday night. Singapore thus far rep- 
resents the pinnacle of examples of coun- 
tries which are unprepared, physically and 
mentally, for war. 

.* ° a 

During the week prior to the outbreak, I 
talked with several score of officers and 
was told without exception: “There'll be no 
war in the Far East. Japan will back 
down.” .This mentality was rife throughout 
the armed forces. 

This military attitude is partly respons!- 
ble for Malaya’s reeling under the sudden 
attack. For months, American and British 
war correspondents battled against it hope- 
lessly. They had seen war elsewhere and 
saw preparations here for chaos. Corre- 
spondents were made most unwelcome and 
Admiral Layton said: “Now we are not go- 
ing to lay on the war just to give you chaps 


some news.” 


One British writer made a flight to the 
Malay airdromes and wrote: “I bring you 
good news. I visited 20 airdromes as fine 
as any in existence in the United States 
and Britain. I saw clouds of bombers and 
fighters who will shoot down any Japanese 
attempts to attack this country." The Brit- 
ish press chief tried to induce American cor- 
respondents to use the story—"That’s crack- 
ing good stuff. That's the kind of thing 
we want here.” Contnarily, I cabled: “Have 
not seen clouds of bombers and fighters.” 
Ten days later, I flew to Kota Bharu. It 

a grass runway, covered with three 
ches of water and mud. 

In few places in the world has nature 
conspired more expertly to make fighting 
as uncomfortable and difficult as in the 
jungles, mangrove ps and rice fields 
of Malaya. Japanese jungle methods are 


a curious blend of naivete, guile and imita-. 


tion of German tricks, but above al] the 
great knowledge of jungle warfare is aided 
by an innate contempt for whites, espe- 
cially the British. 

To penetrate the jungle, the Japanese are 
not using concentrated forces but thou- 
sands of more or less self-sustaining, inde 
pendent units made up of two to 200 men, 
It is lightning war, but related to the Eu- 


) 


ropean type of blitzkrieg only in the fact 
that each Jap’ is his own private blitzer. 
Their main task is to infiltrate the British; 
cut off battalions, companies, platoons and 
individuals; surround them; induce confu- 
sion and retreat, and inflict the largest 
possible casualties. 

To carry out such operations, Jap troops’ 
equipment is very light. Many carry tommy 
guns similar to the British, whereas others 
carry rifles, One of the most effective 
weapons they use is the four-inch mortar, 
which is carried on head and shoulders. The 
Japs creep behind the British, plant the 
mortar and accomplish what would ordi- 
narily take considerable force. 

The British are tired after this unrelent- 
ing Jap advance under surprising condi- 
tions, without time to recover their breath 
after the initial attack. The Japs have 
lost the surprise of many of their tricks and 
had lost at least 10,000 men by Christmas, 

. * . 


The British military in this war has a 
“scorched earth” policy, but thus far its 
most noteworthy aspect is its non-operation. 
At Penang, vast stocks of rice and rub- 
ber were left for the Japanese. Barges and 
tugs were not sunk, docks not dynamited, 
usable public service buildings not de- 
stroyed. Although the telephone trans- 
mitters were wrecked, the Penang radio 
station was not damaged. The Japanese 
just walked in, turned on the switch and 
immediately began blasting propaganda 
over Malaya. As far as could be determined, 
nowhere have food stocks been destroyed. 

Another problem is how to make the 
scorched-earth. policy effective. -The Japs 
easily live off the land, carry a bag of rice 
comfortably, subsist on coconuts, cane 
sugar, tropical fruits and berries. Such a 
diet enables the Japs to maintain fighting 


efficiency, which white men could not do. 


It ig obviously impossible to carry out a 
scorched-earth policy with regard to coco- 
nuts and fruits, and it is likewise impos- 
sible to chop down millions of rubber trees. 

A few days after the outbreak of the war, 
Lieut. Gen. Percival, general officer com- 
manding Malaya, was talking on a most im- 
portant long-distance call with Brooke-Pop- 
ham. The operator interrupted: “Your three 
‘minutes have expired, sir,” and cut off the 
connection. The telephone company is 
privately owned and the military had failed 
to take it over. 

Within the present crucible of changes 
going on in Singapore's life, mores, outlook 
and future may be elements for toughen- 
ing the spirit of Asiatics and Europeans. 
Perhaps there will be brewed from the spirit 
of those already ashamed of the headlong 
evacuation from Penang the will to exceed 
Hongkong’s resistance and even emulate 
Malta. ;

/ “In 1939, before the enactment of 
the smoke ordinance, hours of sun- 
ghine at the Arboretum were 188 
more than at Shaw’s Garden in 
the city; in 1940, when the smoke 
ordinance was in effect from April 
gon, the excess sunshine hours at 
the Arboretum were only 105; but 
in 1941, with the ordinance in ef- 
fect all year, the city garden came 
within 34 hours of having as much 
gunshine as the Arboretum. 


In the Case of Some Stokers. 


Some unnecessary smoke has 
heen caused this winter, Tucker 
said, by the failure of automatic 
stokers to function as expected, 
especially those of larger capacity 
in apartment houses, commercial 
buildings and institutions. Stoker 
installations in residences and large 
industrial plants generally have 
operated satisfactorily. 

A good deal of smoke observed 
in the apartment and commercial 
districts came from stoker equip- 
ment at times when the machine 
is idle and not feeding coal, Tucker 
said. He attributed this to the 
fact that the fan forcing air into 
the combustion chamber is oper- 
ated by the same motor actuating 
the feeding device, and therefore is 
idle when the feeding is stopped. 
The remedy, Tucker said, was an 
independent means of supplying 
secondary air at high velocity to 
the combustion chamber. 

Correction of design to remedy 
the conditions is now under discus- 
sion with the engineers’ committee 
of the Stoker Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation. This fault usually is found 
only in stokers with capacity of 
more than 100 pounds of coal an 
hour. 

Another Source of Smoke. 

The diversion of 150,000 tons of 
by-product coke from domestic use 
to steel mills working on defense 
orders also aggravated the smoke 
condition. It was found, Tucker 
reported, that many of the former 
users of coke had turned to bri- 
guets made from low-volatile coal 
Although these briquets contain 
less than 23 per cent volatile mat- 
ter and are legal for hand-firing, 
they produce more smoke than the 
coke they replaced. Some types of 
briquets have been found to be 
more smoky than the coal they are 
made from because of the addition. 
of asphaltic binder materials. Man- 
ufacturers have been asked to im- 
prove their methods. 

The unnecessary smoke from 
stokers, however, was not alto- 
gether due to the improper opera- 
ion of fans, Tucker said. In an 
investigation of conditions in the 
apartment house and commercial 
districts inspectors of the Smoke

Cost of Smokeless Fuel, 

As to the cost of smokeless fuel, 
Tucker said: 

“The Division of Smoke Regula- 
tion and the Smoke Eliminatjon 
Committee have been ceaseless in 
their efforts to obtain a lower 
priced fuel, They have been cau- 
tious, however, in investigating the 
many solutions proposed. It has 
been the policy of the Division of 
Smoke Regulation to require all 
those having plans which they be- 
lieve to be the answer to this 
question to submit their solution 
to unbiased and competent en- 
gineers for a report. The Division 
of Smoke Regulation then re 
quests these reports to be filed 
with its office. This policy was 
initiated in order to avoid the use 
of the Department's name in fur- 
thering any product which did not 
have merit,” 

The work of the Smoke Com- 
mitte and the Smoke Division in 
getting low-volatile Arkansas coal 
for St. Louis at a comparatively 
low price was very effective in 
keeping down the price of other 
smokeless coals, Tucker said. He 
pointed out that West Virginia 
low-volatile coal which retails in 
St. Louis at $7.75 to $9 a ton re- 
tails in Chicago at $11.70 to $11.90 
a ton. The freight rate to Chicago 
is only 2 cents a ton higher than 
to St. Louis. 

Cash-and-Carry Sales. 

The Smoke Division. and the 
Committee also worked out a plan 
with the Coal Exchange for sale 
of smokeless coal to basket cus- 
tomers who called for it at the 
yards at 25 cents for 60 pounds. 
This quantity was equivalent in 
heating value to about 78 to 85 
pounds of the high volatile coal 
formerly sold to the basket trade. 
This arrangement still was in ef- 
fect, Tucker said. 

As a result of the smoke ordi- 
mance, Tuck« added, about one 
million tons of solid fuel now re- 
placed about 1,250,000 to 1,500,000 
tons of smoky coal. This has re- 
duced the amount of _ volatile 
(smoky) matter discharged into 
the atmosphere by at least 300,000 
tons, and at the same time must 
have reduced the amount of soot 
and fly ash to a great extent. 

In spite of the accomplishments 
the fight was not over, Tucker 
warned, — 

“T have spoken in many cities 
on this subject,” he said, “and in- 
variably I find an attempt to be- 
little the --ork done here and ob- 
struct in every way possible the 
progress that is contemplated in 
those communities. The tactics fall 
into a very definite pattern, but 
I know of no place where it has 
been definitely said that the basic 
fundamentals of the smoke pro- 
gram we advocate are false.”

the bill by a coalition of Repub- 
licans and isolationist Democrats 
in the House of Representatives. 
The reason stated was that “Japan 
might be affronted.” An attempt 
to appropriate $1,000,000 for harbor 
improvements in Guam was simi- 
larly defeated in February, 1940. 


During the fiscal year beginning 
July 1, 1940, Congress appropriated 
$8,177,000 for the defense of Guam, 
and added $2,127,500 after July 1, 
1941, making a total of $10,242,500 
made available prior to the island's 
capture. Of these sums the Navy 
had been able to spend in the 
neighborhood of $7,000,000 on new 
construction, which presumably 
fell into Japanese hands. 


The population of Guam is about 
23,000. The Navy Department has 
not revealed the size of the garri- 
son there. Last July the naval es- 
tablishment, including families, 
numbered only 558. As permanent 
residents were listed 76 American 
civilians. Most of the total are 
doubtless prisoners of war. For a 
decade Congress appropriated an 
average of $100,000 yearly for 
schools, care of lepers and indigent 
natives, and maintenance and op- 
eration of a naval hospital. Guam 
was a cable station for messages 
from San Francisco to the Philip- 
pines, Japan and China, and an im- 
portant link in the trans-Pacific 
air route, 


No Defense Works on Wake. 
Since Japan raised no objection 
to the fortification of Wake Island, 


Congress ventured to appropriate 
$2,000,000 for its defense in 1939, 
$10,554,500 in the fiscal year 1940 
and $7,281,200 since last July 1. New 
naval construction on this atoll 
four miles long and two miles wide 
had totaled $17,834,700 when the 
island was immortalized by United 
States Marines, This was more 
than the total invested in the naval 
base at Cavite. 

To show for so large a@ sum, ac- 
cording to visitors who passed 
through the island two weeks be- 
fore war began, the Navy had 
built roads, barracks, officers’ 
quarters, power plants and shop 
buildings, but no defensive works 
whatever. Dredging a channel for 
seaplanes in the lagoon had just 
begun, it was reported, because the 
only apparatus at hand was owned 
by a German. He was willing to 
work, but the law forbade such em- 
ployment to an alien. This bit of 
red tape had scarcely been cut 
when Japanese bombers arrived. 
‘Wake Island, about 2000 miles 
west of Honolulu, was discovered 
by the British in 1796. It was 
picked up on the way to Manila in 
1899 by Capt. E. D. Taussig, mem- 
ber of a distinguished St. Louis 
family of that name and father of 
Rear Admiral Joseph K. Taussig, 
retired. It had been a naval sta- 
tion since 1934, but remained unin- 
habited until Pan American Air- 
ways established a base there on 
its trans-Pacific route, 

Midway Island. 

The largest sum expended to date 
on any of the smaller outposts is 
$21,679,783 for the defense of Mid- 
way Island. It was discovered in 
1859 by a Hawatian bark, The 
United States took formal pos- 
session in 1867 and made it a naval 
reservation in 1908. Last August 
a naval air base was established. 
The tiny spot of sand was unin- 
habited until 1899, when it became 
a landing place for the submarine 
cable between Honolulu and Ma- 
nila. 

Johnston Island was made a na- 
val air station last Aug. 15, and to 
date $5,687,000 has been spent on 
new construction. It wag discov- 
ered by a British man-o’-war in 
1807, and annexed to the Kingdom 
of Hawaii in 1858. It becamé a 
naval reservation in 1934. 

Palmyra Island, 960 miles south- 
west of Hawaii, has been a naval 
reservation since last February 
and a naval air base since August.

And How We Got Them 


in 1802, claimed by Hawaii in 1862 
and taken over by the United 
States when it annexed Hawaii in 
1898, 

, Lying 1850 miles south of 
Hawaii on the route to Fiji and 
New Zealand is the island of Can- 
ton, over which the governments 
of Great Britain and the United 
States, by agreement in 1939, set 
up joint control for a period of 
50 years. It was restricted at the 
time to use for communications 
and commercial airports by civil 
corporations of the United States 
and British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions. It is now available for 
naval aviation, but what develop- 
ments have been made in this di- 
rection, if any, are not revealed. 


Rose Island, formerly an unin- 
habited coral inlet 70 miles east 
of the nearest island of the Samoa 
group, came into this country’s 
posgession with the partition of 
the 14 islands in 1889 among the 
United States, Britain and Ger- 
many. In 1878 the United States 
had occupied the best harbor, 
Pago Pago, on Tutuila Island, as 
a coaling station. England later 
withdrew. When the first. World 
War began, Sa.ca was owned 
jointly by the United States and 
Germany. New Zealand took eight 
of the islands from Germahy, and 
retained them under a League of 
Nations mandate. The other six 
are American-owned. — 


Effects of Japan’s Blow. 


It seems pessible that the entire 
western rampart, from Vladivo- 
stok to Singapore, could fall with- 
out dealing a mortal blow to the 
continental United States, though 
Japanese air and naval supremacy 
in that theater instantly brought 
down the American automobile in- 
dustry in ruins. Prior to 1940, the 
State Department and Bureau of 
the Budget had _ consistently 
blocked every effort of the Army 
and Navy to accumulate ample 
stores of rubber. Another year 
was largely wasted after procure- 
ment of rubber and other strategic 
materials was placed in the hands 
of Federal Loan Administrator 
Jesse Jones in June,-1940. During 
the early months of 1941, ships in 
the Pacific trade were permitted 
to bring in 1,000,000 tons c” «gar 
and tapioca instead of rubber and 
tin. 


But the allied cause in the Far 
East has suffored disastrously 
through the failure of Great Brit- 
ain and the United States to pro- 
vide adequate defenses at Hong- 


‘kong, in the Philippines and on 


Guam and Wake Islands; and also 
through delay until the present 
moment in attempting all-out con- 
version of American industry to 
war production. For lack of planes 
and tanks Singapore lies in se- 
rious danger, while Japan's long 
supply line from Yokohama to 
Indo-China is operating with vir- 
tual immunity. 


On the other hand, any disrup- 
tionj of the second Pacific battle- 
ment, from Alaska to the Panama 
Canal by way of Hawaii and Sa- 
moa, would create a deadly men- 
ace to the west coasts of North 
and South America and to the 
canal, as well as to communica- 
tions with Australia, The Nether- 
lands East Indies, British Malaya, 
Burma and China, The line is 
powerful at the center, thanks to 
Pearl Harbor, while the Canal 
Zone also is strongly defended. 
Military, .alr and naval bases are 
being rapidly developed in Alaska. 
The weak section of the chain is 
the series of islands between 
Hawaii and Samoa. As has been 
shown, defense preparations in 
most of this area began only a 
few months ago.

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SURAP SHORTAGE NOW 
FITTING STEEL FIRMS 


12 of 110 Open Hearths in 
Youngstown, Cleveland Areas 
Shutting Down, 


CLEVELAND, Jan. 10 (AP).— 
The scrap shortage is banking the 
fires in at least 10 per cent of the 
open hearth furnaces in Mahoning 


and Cuyahoga Valley steel mills. 

Eighteen of the 110 open hearths 
in the Youngstown and Cleveland 
districts will be idle next week— 
12 of them because of the lack of 
scrap and six for repairs. 

Ingot production will drop one 
point to 89 per cent of capacity in 
the Youngstown earea as Youngs- 
town Sheet & Tube and Carnegie- 
Illinois Stee] Co. close one open 
hearth apiece, making inactive 15 
of the 83 furnaces in the district. 
Ten of the 15 will be closed be- 
cause of the shortage. 

Republic Steel Corporation, whose 
Youngstown mills were the first to 
feel the shortage there, has re- 
stored one furnace to the active 
list and has experienced no pinch 
in its Cleveland district. 

Another Cleveland producer, Otis 
Steel Co., was forced two days ago 
to shut down two of its 13 fur- 
naces. : 

Otis officials said there was no 
indication when these units, hav- 
ing a combined capacity of 190 
tons, would be restored to use and 
said a third furnace might be 
closed next week. In spite of these 
shutdowns, the Cleveland dstrict’s 
output currently is 95 per cent of 
capacity.

Preliminary suggestions ad- 
vanced by the Treasury, it is un- 
derstood, have made no mention 
of a sales tax and have involved 
chiefly increases in present taxes. 

One Treasury suggestion, mem- 
bers of Congress said, was that in- 
come tax exemptions be lowered 
from $1500 to $1000 for martied 
persons and from $750 to $500 for 
single persons. Others involved 
increases in corporate taxes and 
excise levies such as those on ligq- 
uor, tobacco and gasoline. 

Asserting that these proposals 
would not raise sufficient revenue, 
Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, said it 
was becoming evident that to meet 
the President’s budget Congress 
would have to resort to a sales tax 
or a withholding tax whereby the 
Government would take a percen-

Taft added that he would prefer 
@ payroll tax possibly of 10 per 
cent, “because it would be less in- 
flationary in-its effect than a sales 
tax.” : 

No member of the House Ways 
and Means Committee was ready 
to say what the general sales tax 
rate should be, if one were enacted, 
and all emphasized that decisions 
on any levies would be deferred 
until after extensive hearings on 
all revenue-raising proposals.

simple objective of destroying the 
‘enemy and assuring our own sur- 
‘vival. The war aims of the loser 


don’t matter; the war aims of the 


winner, as bitter experience has 


shown, are apt to be diluted by 
compromises and hard-boiled inter- 


» national politics at the peace con- 
| ference. 


What the Americas are inter- 
ested in is peace terms, and how 


} to begin creating the machinery 


to achieve them right now, even 


| in the stress of the emergency. 


The people in Latin America—and 
I mean the people, not those who 
govern briefly—have many anxious 
questions about the future, the 


_ questions that normal men ask 
’ themselves today in any country— 


about the protection of their 


a 


homes, shelter and health for their 
families, opportunities for their 
children. The principal question is 
not whether this must be won for 
democracy. That they take for 
granted. The principal question 
is whether the unity and solidarity 
of the hemisphere will mean in- 
ternational cooperation—eco- 
nomic, social, political—for the 
purpose of giving men that se- 
curity they must and should have 
in times of peace as ‘well as in 
times of war. 
U. 8. Must Be Democratic. 


A hemisphere solidarity of this 
kind must have one thing in com- 
mon with the wartime solidarity 
which is the issue of the moment, 
It must be based upon the leader- 
ship of a democratic United States. 
The existing and potential demo- 
cratic possibilities of this. country 
must be the spearhead ‘of conti- 
nental progress, and for the same 
reason that in war the resources 
and energy of this great country 
must be the spearhead of counter- 
attack against Fascism. Democ- 
racy has great promise even in 
these dark times mainly—I would 
almost say entirely—because the 
United States has a people 
schooled in democratic traditions, 
and capable of breaking down, one 
by one, the barriers that have 
stood and still stand in the way 
of a better life for everyone. 
This is the only kind of co-oper- 
ation that will give significance 
to a military victory over Fas- 
cism. Democracy in the United 
States, planted firmly on an. eco- 


welfare, must aid weaker democ- 
racies, fragments of democracy, 
wherever they. may exist or 
wherever they may be struggling 
to come into being. Hemispheric 
diplomacy must be motivated by 
the will to strengthen democracy 
in all America. Hemispheric econ- 
omy must be managed. to the end 
that all Americans enjoy the great- 
est security and comfort that 
America’s resources will permit, 
Just as it is not conceivable that 
Hitler can be stopped without the 
full mobilization of the resources 
of the United States, so it is not 
conceivable that lasting hemi- 
spheric unity and democracy will 
go hand in hand in this hemi- 
sphere unless the people of this 
republic will it to be so. 

Good Intentions Not Enough. 

That kind of a chaHenge to 
hemispheric solidarity is a chal- 
lenge to undertake a job that will 
be achieved only in the hard, slow 
way. A decade of the good inten- 
tions is merely a preface to the 
century of good works that must 
pass before mutual understanding, 
mutual trust and mutual aid can 
become an all-American principle 
of faithe and action accepted, 
trusted. and supported by the 
peoples of this continent. 

The nature of this lasting kind 
of hemisphere ty isin the defi- 
nitions of its-/economic, political, 
social and q@itural objectives. 

Elimination of Tribute. 

Economically, it presupposes at 
least that there will be an elimina- 
tion of the tribute which some 
areas of the continent now pay and 
have paid for many decades to 
other areas. Too few have title 
to the work of too many, and the 
evidence of that lies in the scat- 
tered and opulent centers of our 
American culture. At one end of 
the continent a man may and 
does spend $2000 a year on the col- 
lege education of his sdn, and at 
the other, many men cannot. even 
afford $2 a year for the simple 
tools of reading, writing and arith- 
metic of their children. To these, 
how can you talk of hemispheric 
unity, when they see that years and 
generations of labor mean noth- 
ing more than bare subsistence?

ership of land. 


Purchasing Power. 


But these two conditions are 
closely tied to a third, which is 
also the by-product of the kind of 
American economy we have inher- 
ited. Thig third condition is the 
chronically depressed purchasing 
power of the Latin American 
masses. Whether it is wheat, or 
corn, or shoes, or radios, or mo- 
tion pictures, or refrigerators, 
newspapers, books, tooth paste or 
automobiles, the bulk of the people 
of Latin America are not the con- 
sumers they should be because 
these commodities are beyond their 
reach. The domestic markets are 
not there. Until they are created 
through the increase of purchasing 
power in the form of decent wages, 
the further industrialization of 
Latin America may well produce 
higher tariff walls and agricul- 
tural production of even a more 
varied nature largely for export.

Game Will Be Kept Going 
to Provide Public Mo- 
rale, Abe Greene De- 
clares in 1942 Preview.

PATERSON, N. J., Jan. 10 (AP). 
-—Boxing, like most other sports 
in the nation, faces the most crit- 
fecal period in its history. 

With millions of boys and grown 
men called into the service; ra- 
tioning programs circumscribing 
the food we eat, the clothes we 
wear, our modes of travel and our 
hours of illumination dictated by 
air raid potentialities, sports neces- 
sarily take a seat in the band 
wagon a bit farther back than the 
front seat. 

This being the case, what is to 
happen? 

It is pretty generally agreed that 
a grim, determined people require 
diversion and some outlet to “blow 
off nervous steam” and at the same 
time maintain the competitive spir- 
#% which is so much a part of 
America. Boxing is and always 
will be a mainstay. Aside from 
what it may do for the actual par- 
ticipants, it is the one sport in 
which at least vicariously the aris- 
tocrat of the $30 seat and the fel- 
low in the fifty-cent altitudinous 
haven can punch the daylight out 
the fellow they want to see licked. 


| Dearth of Material. 

Dearth of boxing material will 
be the principal obstacle in the 
way of the sport’s development 
this year. Most of the potential 
boxers are in line of conscription 
and already clubs are hard-pressed 
to round out complete cards and 
maintain them intact against the 
devastation of disappointments and 
cancellations. 

Two fields, therefore, 
open to boxing clubs: 

1. The boys in the service, vet- 
erans of ring action, or newly de- 
veloped in the camps. 

2. Institution of boxing in high 
schools throughout the country as 
a part of school curricula and a 
potential major boon to health de- 
velopment. 

The National Boxing Association 
will institute immediately a cam- 
paign in all its member states to 
have the high schools take up box- 
ing on a mass scale, not so much 
with the thought of providing ring 
material, but to set up the basis 
and fundamental body-building of 
youth which comes from good 
training from mitt-handling. 

This new year will mark a radi- 
cal change in the outlook of box- 
ing figures—those who fling mitts, 
those who manage the fighters, 
those who promote and those who 
direct boxing as commission heads. 

The day of the big purse—when 
managers can bicker and bellow 
for fabulous purses—is over, aft 
least for the duration. 

No Time for Tinsel. 

The year 1942 is no time for tin- 
seled patriots. Nor will boxing per- 
mit opportunists to hand out sugar- 
coated pills dressed in the garb 
of charity for the good of the na- 
tion. If there are to be big gates 
while the nation is at wer, the 
profits are going to be alloted to 
the worth-while, substantial, lezgiti- 
mate service causes, such as Joe 
Louis-Buddy Baer fight last Fri- 
' day. 

In this way, boxing will justify 
itself, will prove once again that 
ft has a place in our lives as a 
manly, productive sport. The Na- 
tional Boxing Association is ready 
to do its part.

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DEMOCRACY’S TRIAL 
BY FIRE 


Te President’s message is one 


to horrify our enemies, and 
cause us, ourselves, to be reso- 
lute ard somber. Nothing less than 
the task he outlines assures us 
of maintaining our security and 
independence as a great nation in 


a tolerable world. Nothing less ' 


than just such an effort will save 
America as a land of free souls, 
with a great future for our chil- 
dren's children. 

What he demands is the total 
mobilization of labor, resources, 
savings, credit, will-power and 
brains of the nation, for an effort 
extending to every field, assembly 
line, craft,- barracks, laboratory, 
household. What he asks demands 
that we think, work and act at 
every moment in the full conscious- 
ness that in our hands rests the 
fate of the United States of Ameri- 
ca and of the whole Western civi- 
lization. 

What this means is not yet clear 
in the consciousness of the people. 
What it means can hardly be 
imagined. It means a complete 
change i nevery one of our lives. 
It means that things that we take 
for granted, as ordinary necessi- 
ties, will become, very soon, unob- 
tainable luxuries. There is not a 
single material thing of life that 
does not contain something that 
must be diverted for defense— 
soap, for instance, which contains 
fats of which there will be a short- 
age. We normally consume 60 per 
cent of the world’s soap, and even 
the poorest regards soap as a tri- 
fle. But it is not. 


e * » 

HE situation in the Far Hast 

will deprive us of many essen- 
tial raw materials. The people of 
this country do not realize how 
great is our industrial dependence 
upon the Far East. We shall have 
to salvage and reconvert every sort 
of waste. And America is notori- 
ously the most wasteful nation on 
earth, dominated for a generation 
by an economic theory of prosperi- 
ty through rapid obsolescence. Our 
thinking is conditioned to the gar- 


= bage can and the wastebasket. 


Our work mentality is tuned to 
the idea that efficiency consists of 
the smallest amount of work for 
the largest material rewards. Now 
efficiency must mean the most 
prodigious effort largely as a free 
gift to America and the world’s be- 
sieged. 

Can a nation change its i- 
grained habits? Will it love de- 
mocracy as deeply in adversity as 
in prosperity? That is our test. 
The test is whether we shall re- 
discover America and American 
democracy or lose it. Nothing less. 

And no one yet knows the an- 
swer. “Fondly we hope, fervently 
do we pray.” But no one knows the 
answer. 

It is not written in the stars that 
we shall win this war. Nothing will 
save us but ourselves,

HAT the President proposes 

is possible. It is nothing more 
than that. But it is not possible 
unless there is a radical recon- 
sideration of the present organiza- 
tion and administration. Mr. Will- 
kie’s rerhark to this effect follow- 
ing the President’s speech was a 
loyal warning. 

The problem is one of authority 
and co-operation; of complete, cen- 
tered responsibility, plus the widest 
decentralization of administration: 
The creation of an esprit de corps 
of the whole nation, and its crea- 
tion in creedom. 

The failure of democratic gov- 
ernments adequately to understand 
that authority is not incompatible 
with democracy is one reason for 
the demise of democracies. 

The production program cannot 
be realized unless the President 
makes one man, a man who com- 
bines terrific drive with great tact 
and patriotism, completely respon- 
sible for this program, with a 
place in a small war cabinet and 
authority over even Army and 
Navy purchases. 

We cannot win a war of the di- 
mensions of this one with authori- 
ty checking and balancing itself 
into chaos. Neither can it be won 
from Washington alone. Authority 
must devolute itself to the farthest 
peripheries of the nation, and al- 
low democracy to function—the he- 
roic effort of every voluntary 
group. If the state goes on trying 
to absorb into itself every energy 
of life, we shall be caught in a 
dead machine and strangled in 
paper. 

The Nazis know this. They are 
despotic to the core of their pur- 
pose, but understanding the na- 
ture of total war, of which they 
and the Japanese are the authors, 
they have developed, in the me 
chanics and economics of war, & 
far greater decentralization and 
fluidity than the bureaucratic 


democracies.

NDER the first shock of the

The job of protecting the dams, 
power stations and industrial 
plants along 7100 miles of inland 
waterways in the Middle West 
from possible sabotage has recent- 
ly been entrusted to Capt. Stephen 
S. Yeandle, senior Coast Guard offi- 
cer of the Ninth Naval District 
and an old sea dog of long experi- 
ence.

From his office in the Old Fed-/ 


eral Building, Capt. Yeandle di- 
rects a large fleet of boats pa- 
trolling the Mississippi, Missouri 
and Ohio rivers and their tributa- 
ries. The exact number of boats and 
men ig a defense secert, but Capt. 
Yeandle says the number is ample. 

In addition, Capt. Yeandle has 
the job of maintaining river navi- 
gation aids to assure the barge- 
line transportation of more than 
100,000,000 tons of essential materi- 
als and commodities a year, be- 
sides handling the recruiting, place- 
ment and training of the hundreds 
of volunteers who are entering the 
service every week in his district. 

His biggest problem at present\is 
keeping ice cleared from the riv- 


} ers at northern points, particularly 


on the Illinois River in the Chicago 
area, so shipments of raw materi- 
als and coal can be maintained 
throughout the winter. Ordinarily 
norther river traffic shuts down 
compietely during the winter 
months, but the present emergency 
calls for extraordinary measures, 
he said. , 

Capt. Yeandle, recently promoted 
to his present rank from Com- 
mander, came to St. Louis last 
July after the Coast Guard took 
over the LIdghthouse Service and 
established a new inland district, 
roughly comprising the area be- 
tween the Rockies and Appala- 
chian mountains, with headquar- 
ters here. The Coast Guard was 
placed under the Navy Department 
following the outbreak of Euro- 
pean war. | 

Since his enlistment in 1911, 
Capt. Yeandle hag had a varied, 
but exciting career. He is a recip- 
ient of the Congressional Gold 
Life Saving Medal and was once 
shipwrecked off the Aleutian 
Islands while on the Alaskan Fur 
Seal Patrol.

general condition of the car you 
now own. It has been estimated 
authoritatively that the average life 
of the average automobile is about 
eight years, during which period 
the car goes through several own- 
erships and varying degrees of. ju- 
dicious use. 

But every car built in the last 
decade can be kept in satisfactory 
operation for at least 10 years if 
its owner so wills and is inclined 
to devote a little personal atten- 
tion to it each day. 

A motorist recently drove a car 
that for test purposes had been in 
daily operation for nearly a year 
and had been driven 93,000 miles. 
It had had only the normal, pre- 
scribed maintenance care plus four 
changes of spark plugs; three fan | 
belts, one valve reconditioning, one 
replacement of battery and igni- 
tion cables, two .brake adjust- 
ments, one carburetor overhaul 
and one change of tires, 


This may seem a lot of service 
work on the car, but it is worth 
noting that its mileage represented 
approximately nine years of aver- 
age driving and the car in appear- 
ance and handling actually was as 
good as new. : 

The normal, prescribed main- 
tenance, of course, included reg- 
ular chassis and body Iwbrication, 
tire inflation, battery care, 
odic replacement of the carburetor 
air intake cleaner screen, regular 
oil changes, minor tune-ups, 
changes of transmission and dif- 
ferential lubricants’ and general 
body care. 


You will not be able to replace 
the tires on your car with new 
ones, and you may have difficulty 
obtaining some of the other re- 
placement parts during the war 
emergency. You will be able to 
get most of the service operations 
outlined, however, because many 
of the dealers who heretofore have 
relied on new and used car sales 
for income are emphasizing their 
readiness to repair and service any 
auto. 

Moreover, there are going to be 
many backyard repair shops, op- 
erated by competent mechanics 
thrown out of regular employment 
by the suspension of car produc- 
tion. , 

But you can avoid much of the 
expense and necessity for these 
services by following a few very 
simple practices in handling your 
car from day to day. Granted that 
your car is in average shape now, 
that your tires are in fair shape 
and that you can continue to get 
gasoline and oil, you can reason- 
ably count upon several years of 
car use,

So far as the courts have been 
able to determine, no known heirs 
were alive when Mrs. Garrett was 
buried beside her wealthy, snuff- 
manufacturing husband in Laurel 
Hill Cemetery, leaving $17,549,642.58 
which she hadn’t bothered to men- 
tion in a will. 


Childless, eccentric, clad always 
in black, she lived and died so un- 
obtrusively that in the 35 years 
preceding her déath in 1930 it. ig 
said that she left her brownstone 
house only once. 


Yet. the fortune, now totaling 
$20,000,000 and still growing at. the 
rate of $500,000 a year, is claimed 
by no fewer than 26,000 persons. 
They come from virtually: every 
walk of life, from every state in 
the Union except Maine and Ver- 
og and from 29 foreign coun- 
ries, 


Even Pennsylvania is in the 
ring, claiming the estate by escheat 
(forfeit). Three Pennsylvania 
Legislatures have thought enough 
of the State’s claim to appropriate 
a total of $150,000 to support it. 

For nearly six years a special 
master has been shaking family 
trees in search of the rightful heir, 
if any. He has heard only 3500

Murder, tragedy, scandal and 
fraud splotch many of the records, 

In a German town a man slew 
his uncle and aunt in a quarrel 
over the vast wealth, then killed 
himself. 

Members of a Pennsylvania fam- 
ily forged Bible and birth certifi- 
cates to support a fraudulent 
claim. Witnesses have disappeared 
mysteriously. Hundreds have com- 
mitted perjury. 

Friends knew Mrs. Garrett as 
the former Henrietta Edwardina 
Schaefer, daughter of a German- 
born cabinetmaker, Christopher 
Schaefer, who came to America 
before 1838, and married Henrietta 
Kretschmar, also German-born. 

According to testimony, Walter 
Garrett, scion of a colonial snuff 
family and its heir, saw the apple- 
cheexed Schaefer girl scrubbing 
the porch of her home one day 
in 1872, fell in love and married 
her a few months later. 

Their life together apparently 
was happy, but after he died in 
1915 she became almost a recluse, 
living with two servants in her 
red-bric# on then fashionable 
Ninth street. 

It all seemed simple enough un- 
til an inventory disclosed her vast 
wealth a year after her death. 
Everything about her became a 
mystery. Her birth, it was discov- 
ered, never liad been recorded, 
census records gave her father a 
variety of first names. Even his 
arrival in the United States 
couldn’t be proved. 

Up to that point administration 
of her estate had proceeded 
smoothly, but when the inventcry 
brought to light the $17,549,652.58, 
the scramble began. 

Would-be heirs blossomed in 
clumps. In southern Bavaria, a 
“Schaefer Verein” was organized 
under an agreement to split the 
millions into 600 parts. A “Wal- 
lace Syndicate” appeared in Vir- 
ginia. More than 200 dues-paying 
members joined a Hurter-Karchner 
Clan Association in Pennsylvania. 

Among the first to jump into 
the battle were 500 relatives of 
Mrs. Garrett’s wealthy husband. 
They were quickly ruled out by 
the Pennsylvania Supreme Court, 
because Walter Garrett had willed 
his millions to his wife. | 

He was the first to foresee, 50 
years ago, the possibility of a 
fight over his wealth. He wrote a 
letter to his wife at that time, 
telling her of his fortune and 
urging her to make a will at 


once, 


“T would not like it,” he said, “if 
what I have worked long and 
hard to accumulate should be 
squandered by your or my sis- 
ters, cousins and aunts and un- 
cles.” 

“Do not let the scalawags get 
any if you can help it. It is my 
desire and I trust you will oblige 
me by making a will at once. Do 
not put it off... .” 

Yet put it off she did—for 26 
years. The document she finally 
did write was her now-famous let- 
ter to “Dear Mr. Charles 5. 
Starr,” wealthy investment. broker 
and one of the two executors of 
the estate.

When foods have been 
bruised, cut up, chopped or 
peeled, there is more rapid vita- 
min loss, so prepare your salads 
and chopped fruits and vegeta- 
bles just before using, And, 
speaking of peeling, in fruits 
and vegetables vitamins A and 
C are more concentrated in the 
skin or peeling and just under 
it. Keeping orange juice or to- 
mato juice in the icebox over- 
night causes a loss of some of 
its vitamin content.

they are still frozen, as vitamin 
loss is rapid after thawing oc- 
curs. Fresh frozen fruits, as 
strawberries, should be served 
immediately after thawing. 


Canning does not destroy the 
vitamin in tomato juice or 
grapefruit juice. Home-canned 
foods are likely to have more 
vitamin loss, because air may 
get to the hot food and oxidize 
the vitamins. 

Valuable vitamins are often 
lost in cooking. 

For cinenabe “drowning” the 
vegetables with water causes 
a -greater loss of vitamins and 
minerals, for some of the sub- 
stances dissolve in the cooking 
water. Use very little water in 
cooking vegetables, and save it 
afterward to drink plain or with 
tomato juice added; or it may 
be used in making soups and 
Sauces. 

Cooking vegetables in uncov- 
ered pots, for too long a 
time, also causes much loss of 
vitamin content. Don’t stir air 
vitamin cooking foods or put 
them through a sieve when they 
are still hot, as this hastens 
vitamin destruction from con- 
tact with the oxygen in the air. 
Don't add cooking soda to vege- 
tables to preserve their green 
color; for it destroys vitamins. 

Vegetables should be cooked 
quickly by bringing the water to 
boiling as quickly as possible, 

The new pressure .cookers, 
utensils that cook food under 
pressure, help save vitamins 
and minerals that are so often 
lost by ordinary cooking meth- 
ods. With-a pressure, foods are 
cooked in airtight pots; the 
steam that is produced creates 
pressure. This means that the 
temperature in the pot gets hot- 
ter than in ordinary cooking 
utensils, and food is cooked in 
shorter time. Vegetables thus 
cooked taste good and look 
fresh and natural. Very little 
water ig used in the pressure 
cooker, In this type of cdaking 
utensil, loss by oxidation is cut 
down to a minimum.

HIS story is about one woman, 
T only one, although from her 

activity list you'd judge that 
she does enough, not for the tradi- 
tional twins, but for at least two 
sets of quintuplets. She is the 
president of a large firm, a man- 
size job for any woman, she is 
active on boards and committees 
that average 20 to 25 in number, 
these including church, charities, 
and social shindigs in a very social 
set.

She is Luella B. Sayman, presi- 
dent of the Sayman Soap Co., and 
her secretary thinks she’s wonder- 
ful. Secretaries being a usually 
infallible source, we spent the few 
minutes before Mrs. Sayman ar 
rived for our interview shamelessly 
pumping Lottie Pawlaski, who has 
been Mrs. Sayman’s Girl All-Days 
for the past 10 years. 

“She’s never turned anyone 
down,” said Lottie in starting her 
paean of praise. “She'll work for 
any Cause, on any committee, and 
she never does things halfway. 
When she undertakes something, 
she does it, and does it well. 

“Just to give you an idea of 
what she does do, she’s yery active 
in the League of Women Voters, 
she’s on the School Board commit- 
tee, on the Grand Opera Guild, 
she’s chairman of the Women’s 
Division of the Sale of Defense 
Bonds and Stamps, she’s just fin- 
ished work on the Special Gifts 
Committee for the Red Cross, she 
was on the United. Charities 
Committee, on the Federal Housing 
Committee for two years, and sev- 
eral years ago, on the advisory 
committee for the New York 
World’s Fair. She was the first 
woman to be appointed on the 
board of trustees of Pilgrim Con- 
gregational Church, she’s chairman 
of the Ways and Means Committee 
of the Women’s Association at the 
church, and she handled the ar- 
rangements for their seventy-fifth 
anniversary banquet. And once a 
month she visits the Bethesda- 
Dilworth home to see each person 
there. 

“She’s up from early morning till 
late at night every day, yet she’s 
never tired, never wears out. Why, 
last summer she even got up at 
6 o’clock every morning at the 
farm to take a swim before start- 
ing her day. She’s a swell boss but 
I think she’s spoiled me; I could 
never get used to working in an 
office with just routine business.

Another of her special activities 
is the Spinning Wheel, an out- 
growth of the WPA sewing proj- 
ect, where women are taught to 
spin and weave. It is housed in 
the Town Club, building owned by 
the Saymans. 

Asked her “major activity,” Mrs. 
Sayman doesn’t answer in words. 
Instead she looks around at the 
office, a panelled room with fire- 
place and book shelves, and, sig- 
nificantly, at the work on her 
desk. The amount of work testi- 
fies to the fact that she is the 
active head of the business, as she 
has been since 1927 when her hus- 
band, T. M. Sayman, founder of 
the company, died. Before her 
husband’s death, Mrs. Sayman was 
active as vice-president, after his 
death she was voted into the presi- 
dency and since then has estab- 
lished a reputation as a smart 
business woman. 

“My function is practically the 
same as the president of any 

firm,” she said, “especially in the 
signing of checks. I get reports 
from each department, I have a 
pretty good understanding of what 
situations exist from day to day, 
and I have some good lieutenants. 

“Being the president of a com- 
pany doesn’t involve complete lei- 
sure, as some people might think.

People, it 
seems, are always wanting to 
change their walls from paint to 
paper .or from paper to paint. 
Here are some of the most fre- 
quent questions of that type:

@ QUESTION: Can oil paint be 
applied over a kalsomined wall? 

Answer: No. Kalsomine does 
not solidly adhere to the wall and, 
therefore, the oil paint would peel 
off if applied directly over the 
kalsomine. The kalsomine must 
be thoroughly washed off with a 
stiff brush and the walls allowed 
to dry before using the oil paint.

@ QUESTION: Can I paper over 
plastered, sand-finished, kalso- 
mined walls? 

Answer: Here again, the same 
answer holds true. The kalsomine 
must be washed off before the 
paper is applied. If the sand- 
finish is fairly. smooth, it is only 
mecessary to apply glue size and 
then the paper. If the surface 
is a little rough, lining paper may 
be applied to the wall before the 
wall paper. If the surface is quite 
yough, it may be necessary to ap- 
ply a coat of plastic paint or even 
a skim coat of white plaster.

@ QUESTION: Can wall paper 
be applied to a plastered wall 
which has been painted with lead 
and oil paint? 

Answer: Yes. A painted plaster 
wall makes an excellent surface 
for the application of wall paper. 
If, however, the paint has a glossy 
finish, it should: be cut with a solu- 
tion of soda water. The painted 
wall should be sized before the 
paper is applied: 

x * * 

@ QUESTION: Can  papered 
walls be painted without removing 
the wall paper? 

Answer: Yes. Casine is the ideal 
paint for this type of job as it will 
even cover up most patterns with 
one coat. Its disadvantage is that 
it cannot be washed but it is so 
inexpensive that a new coat may 
readily be applied over the old. It 
is also possible to paint over wall 
paper with oil paint but it requires 
three coats to do this just as it 
would on a fresh plaster wall. You 
must have a wall primer, an 
undercoat and then a finished 
coat. Usually, if this kind of a job 
is to be done, it is found more 
satisfactory to scrape the paper 
off the walls first.

@ QUESTION: How is fabric 
applied to a wall? 

Answer: In exactly the same 
manner that wall paper is, except 
that you need an expert to do the 
job as the fabric is liable to 
stretch when wet with the paste 
that is used in applying it. If the 
wall is fresh plaster it should be 
sized before applying the material.

@ AND HERE are answers \to 
some of the letters I have received: 

Question: Recently I read in 
your column about the charms of 
a window garden and I would like 
to have one but I cannot afford to 
buy any fancy pots. However, I do 
have a numbér of those regular, 
red clay pots and wondered if I 
could paint them successfully. Can 
you tell me how to do this? Mrs. 
a CE. 

Answer: Your clay pots, painted 
either white or in gay colors, 
would, I think, make a most at- 
tractive window garden. If you 
give them a coat of shellac or any 
sizing you will prevent them from 
getting scummy and then you may 
paint them with enamel. Casine 
or other cold water paints might 
also be used. Do not shellac or 
paint the bottoms as it may inter- 
fere with proper drainage.

@ QUESTION:(This came in be- 
fore the cold snap; hope the an- 
swer isn’t too late.) I have a new 
concrete lily pool in my yard and 
I have been told that the concrete 
will crack when the water freezes. 
Do you know of anything that will 
prevent this?

Answer: The cracking is a re- 
sult of the expansion of the water 
as it freezes. If you float a few 
logs of wood in the water, they 
will be pushed upward as the ice 
formg and thus relieve the pres- 
sure ‘on the sides of the pool.

@ QUESTION: I painted the 
bricks of my Colonial fireplace 
black because I didn’t like the red 
color with my pink walls. I wanted 
it to look like slate.but instead it 
is shiny and smeary looking 
What could I use to get the dull, 
slate-like look I desire.

Answer: Paint with a mixture of 
lamp black and boiled linseed oil 
made into a paste and thinned 
with enough turpentine to make it 
brush on freely. You may add a 
little Japan dryer for quick drying. 
You may have to use two coats 
but the result will be a dull, slatey 
tone.

Oysters

F all sea food, oysters seem to 
(p- the most popular, with Blue 

Points, Cotuits and Cape Cods 
in the lead, Absecon Salts are 
popular along the southern coast 
of New Jersey, with Atlantic City 
featuring them almost exclusively 
on the dinner menu. Now that we 
are in the height of the oyster sea- 
son, let’s include them in our diet 
from time to time. There are 
many delicious ways to prepare 
them. 


Oysters, - like all other living 
creatures, have enémies to con- 
tend with, and from the time they 
are hatched it is a struggle for 
existence, Mr. Starfish is espe- 
cially fond of oysters on the half 
shell and ig the means of consum- 
ing millions of oysters every year. 
Drills, a sea parasite, will bore 
through the shell to extract the 
soft parts, leaving the oyster to 
repair the damage by covering the 
hole with successive layers of 
membraneous substance, which in 
time forms a blister pearl on the 
inside of the shell, 


OYSTER SAUTE 

Select medium sized oysters and 
allow six or eight to each portion. 
Lay them on a clean towel or nap- 
kin and pat until dry. Season with 
salt, pepper and a few grains of 
cayenne. Then dip lightly in flour, 
Saute in butter until lightly 
browned, turning the oysters but 
once during the cooking. Have 
ready some freshly made buttered 
toast, cut triange shape, and when 
the oysters are cooked arrange 
them in the center of the plate. 
Put two pieces of toast on each 
plate, having the long side of the 
triangle banking the oysters. 
Squeeze a few drops of lemon 
juice over the oysters and sprinkle 
with finely chopped parsley.

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NEW recording of Paul Hin- 
A demith’s “Mathis der Mahler” 

replaces an earlier version 
made in Germany under the di- 
rection of Hindemith himself. 
The newer one is by Eugene 
ormandy and the Philadelphia 
Orchestra (Victor 3 records) and 
while it lacks some of the depth 
of its predecessor it has a much 
better acoustic quality and is cer- 
tainly wholly satisfactory as a 
means through which one can be- 
come acquainted with this splen- 
did modern score, 

This three-movement symphony 
js derived from an opera of the 
same name which was inspired by 
the character of Mathis -Grune- 
wald, a fifteenth-century German 
character who was famous for his 
painting, his militant advocacy 
of the Reformation and his sol- 
dierly valor. Mathis, of course, is 
the protagonist of the opera but 
the symphonic abstraction with 
which we are now concerned is 
more accurately described as a 
musica] reverie in the presence of 
the Isenheim Altar, one of the 
few existing works of Grunewald. 
The three movements are called 
“angelic Choir,” “Entombment” 
and “Temptation of St. Anthony,” 
after three parts of the altar. 

The depth of feeling in “Mathis 
der Mahler” is in contrast to ear- 
Her works of Hindemith but is of 
a kind and a degree wholly in 
heeping with the subject. There 
is a Gothic atmosphere that per- 
sists throughout the music but 
which does not prevent a consid- 
erable variation of mood. The use 
of dissonance and obscure tonality 
is restrained. 

Incidentally “Mathis der Mahler” 
will be played by the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra on Jan, 23 


and 24.

If one had the choosing of an 
ideal program for Arturo Tos- 
canini it would probably be cen- 
tered around the music of Mo- 
zart, or possibly Verdi if it were 
to be opera. His combination of 
delicacy and’ strength and his 
insistence on the utmost trans- 
parency make him the ideal 
conductor for music so precisely 
adjusted and at the same time 
so colored with human warmth.

@ BUT TOSCANINI is also a 
great conductor of Wagner’s music 
dramas and of the concert music 
derived therefrom. This might be 
disputed by certain German con- 
ductors but I fancy that Wagner 
would be the first to applaud his 
supple melodic line, the warmth 
of his string quality and the au- 
dibility of every part of the score. 

These are the qualities that first 
impress you in listening to the 
newly released recordings of Sieg- 
fried’s Rhine Journey and Funeral 
Music from “Die Gotterdamme- 
rung” (Victor 3 records) in which 
Mr. Toscanini is assisted by the 
N. B. C. orchestra. You are im- 
pressed because the typical Wag- 
nerian conductor does not always 
do full credit to the whole har- 
monic structure. The dramatic 
impact is also there but Toscanini’s 
sense of timing is such that ‘he 
always keeps a living tension no 
matter how slow the pace and he 
always reaches his climaxes with 
the fullest amount of psychological 
preparation. 


Another pA HE I Wagne- 
rian item in this month’s list 
of recordings is the volume of 
three Wagner songs (Victor 2 
records) sung by Helen Trau- 
bel with the support of the 
Philadelphia Orchestra under 
Leopold Stokowski. Two of 
the three songs “In the Green- 
house” and “Dreams” employ 
material that was afterward 
to go into the fabric of “Tris- 
tan and Isolde.” Miss Traubel 
was in splendid voice for these 
songs. 


& “TAPIOLA,” ‘nat seeinite and 
stirring tone poem by Jan Sibelius, 
is given a very exciting reading 
by Serge, Koussevitzky and the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra (Vic- 
tor 2 records) in this newest re- 
cording of the work. The economy 
of material and the monolithic 
structure of this symphonic poem 
make it a little severe to those 
who are not partial to Sibelius in 
the first place.

Artur Rubinstein reappears in

thoughtful music. 


Rachmaninoff’s “Rhapsody on a 
Theme of Paganini,” which was 
Played for the first time in St.

Their System of Writing 


By Frank Colby

Chinese is their system of writing, The Chinese language has no 


Prcriness one of the most amazing peculiarities of the 


alphabet, no phonetic system, no grammar, and no parts of 
speech, except a vague form of nouns and verbs. The Chinese char 
acters (ideographs) originally were little pictures of the ideas they 


represented. 


For example, the character for 
“the sun” was a small circle with 
a dot in the center; “mouth” was 
represented by a round hole; the 
character for “dawn” was the sun 
just above the horizon, the latter 
represented by a short, straight 
line. “Forest” wag a picture of two 
trees. 

In modern Chinese, ideas 
(words) are often expressed by 
combining two or more characters; 
thus, “sun” and “moon” combine 
to form “bright.” “Woman” and 
“shild”’ form “good,” “Labor” and 
“fields” mean “male.” “Pig” un- 
der “roof” forms “home.” “Words” 
and “tongue” mean “speech.” An 
“elevator” is a “rise-descend-ma- 
chine.” The word “peace” is ex- 
pressed “woman” under “roof.” 
“Milk” and “skin” mean “cream.” 
The word for lantern is formed 
from “lamp” and “cage.” 

Chinese words consist of but one 
syllable and each word hag its 
own character or ideograph. The 
educated Chinese, then, must com- 
mit to memory tens of thousands 
of characters in order to read the 
Mterature of his race. 


x * ® 

THIS BRINGS UP the perfectly 
natural question: why don’t the 
Chinese adopt a simple method of 
spelling, as in the modern lan- 
guages of the world? The answer 
is: it wouldn’t work for the reason 
that, being monosyllabic, Chinese 
words consist of relatively few 
sounds, and most sounds have a 
large number of meanings. 

For example, the word pro- 
nounced “shih” (something like the 
“shi” of shin, ship) has these 
among many other meanings: “to 
proclaim; generation; an army; a 
lion; history; a corpse; poetry; to 
look at; stone; to eat; a house; 
officer; time; power; to pass 
away.” If the sound “shih” were 
spelled, the resulting word would 
contain no clue to the scores of 
meanings. But, since every mean- 
ing has a different character, the 
Chinese can tell exactly what is 
meant by “shih” when he encoun- 
ters it in print. 

When he hears the sound “shih,” 
how does he know its meaning? 
First, by the context of the sen- 
tence, just as we know what is 
meant when we hear the sound 
“rite,” expressed by the spelling 
rite, wright, right, and write. Sec- 
ond, by the tone of voice in which 
the sound is uttered, for in Chi- 
nese tones and modulations affect 
the meanings of words. 

It is said that there are four 
general tones: the even, the rising, 
the lowering, the entering. This 
accounts for the “sing-song” effect 
of Chinese speech, It is very much 
as if we were to employ four dif- 
ferent tones in order to distinguish 
the words rite, right, wright and 
write. 

In Chinese literature none but 
the most essential idea-words are 
used. The result is a sort of lin- 
guistic shorthand that would be

meaningless to us if it was trans- 
lated into English. The ancient 
Chinese proverb, for example, “The 
less a man has seen, the more he 
has to wonder at,” in Chinese is 
expressed thus: “Few what see, 
many what strange.” Of course, 
in reading such a passage aloud 
the educated Chinese interpolates 
those words that are necessary to 
make the meaning clear,

He was a West Point 
graduate, even if not with honors, and he had been an outstanding 
hero of the Civil War before he ever went West. And if anybody 
- thinks Warner Bros. has slipped a fast one over by letting handsome 
' Errol Flynn play the role, hear this description of Custer by a scholarly 
biographer—“tall, slender, lithe,” “of strong physique,” “blue eyes and 
hair of golden tint,” “a negligent student, mischievous and given to 
pranks,” a “big jolly boy.”

Work With Symphony 


WO regular concerts and a 
“pop” concert lie ahead for the 
St. Louis Symphony Orchestra 
next week end. Viadimir Golsch- 
mann will conduct on all occasions 
and on Friday afternoon and Sat- 
urday evening the orchestra will 


offer its concertmaster, Scipione 
Guidi, as featured artist. , 

Guidi will play Mozart’s Violin 
Concerto No. 7 in D Major, and 
the program will also include An- 
ton Bruckner’s Fourth, or “Roman- 
tic,” Symphony in E-Flat Majo 
and two chorales by Bach. : 

Among the five well-known selec- 
tions to be played at the “pop” 
concert are Bach’s Fantasia in G 
Major, ~excerpts from Brahms’ 
First Symphony and excerpts from 
Stravinsky's “Firebird” Suite, 
which was presented by the com- 
poser himself, during his appear- 
ances as guest conductor of the 
orchestra Dec. 19 and 20. 

Mozart wrote his D-Major Con- 
certo in 1777. Apparently the com- 
poser lacked little of being a vio- 
lin virtuoso, according to his fa- 
ther’s letters. In one of these, the 
elder Mozart told his son that if 
he would only do himself justice 
and play with boldness, spirit and 
fire, he would be the foremost vio- 
linist in Europe. But the compos- 
er evidently developed a distaste 
for the instrument, for while play- 
ing in a string quartet in later 
years, he chose the viola. He wrote 
many violin concertos and prob- 
ably performed them himself, how- 
ever. 

Bruckner’s Fourth Symphony 
was last played by the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra in January, 
1913. The first movement opens 
mysteriously and excitedly, and de- 
velops various moods—tender, then 
stormy—and ends with a brass- 
enforced crescendo.

W HEN, almost a quarter century ago, the New York Theater 


chose for a first production a homely, unpretentious 
called “John Ferguson.” It was a simple story of an obscure family 
in a small village and not too much was expected of it. 
‘Nevertheless, “John Ferguson” had a quietly winning ality 
that made it a hit and earned enough profits to start the Guid wy 
on its way to becoming a major Broadway institution. 


Since then, along with its lavish

O'Neill and others, the Guild an- 
nually produces a similar quiet 
drama of the troubles of an out- 
of-way family. The newest con- 
tribution is Patterson Greene's 
comedy, “Papa Is All.” 

It is neither an exciting nor an 
important drama, but it has a 
sometimes intriguing quality. And, 
since it is an authentic picture 
of life within the Mennonite re- 
ligious sect in Pennsylvania, it 
may win over the blase Broadway- 
ites to this story of a colony of 
people they would never suspect 
of residing so close and so un- 
known to the Rialto. First-night- 
ers seemed doubtful that it was 
a play to become a hit against the 
numerous top flight shows cur- 
rent on Broadway. But “Papa Is 
All” has a fair chance of being 
a surprise and especially so since 
it has been so adroitly staged by 
Frank Carrington and Agnes 
Morgan. 

The Mennonites are extremely 
religious, wear dark and ancient 
clothes of black, and speak a dia- 
lect that is so difficult for an out- 
sider to understand that it sounds 
like a foreign language. The men 
wear beards and do not believe 
in physical violence. The women, 
with their funny poke bonnets and 
voluminous black gowns; appear 
in public only when they ride in 
black buggies that have curtains 
drawn on all four sides including 
the front, where only a small open- 
ing is left to see where to drive 
the horse. : 

They believe in praying and 
farming, and utterly ban such 
frivolities as motion pictures, radio 
or parties. They eat heartily of 
little known dishes, such as “schnitz 
and kepp,” which is a mixture of 
dried apples, home-cured ham and 
flour. 

It is among such people that 
Greene, who lived among the Men- 
nonites near Lancaster, Pa., has 
laid this comedy, about a Mennon- 
ite known simply as Papa, and he 
flaunts that title in the faces of 
his family with all the arrogance 
that a Hitler flaunts his “Der 
Fuehrer” in the faces of smal] na- 
tions.

cathedral’s west front to the altar is 520 feet. Begun nearly 50 

years ago and now about two-thirds finished, the great stone 
structure has already cost $20,000,000. 
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SPECTACLE magnificent in size and rich in color and 
ecclesiastical interest has been made available to the 
public with the opening of the nave of the Cathedral of 
St. John the Divine, in New York. From the massive west doors 
of the still-unfinished structure to the high marble altar is a 
distance of 520 feet, and along this great vaulted\ expanse are’ 
floor medallions, costly ined chine windows, one of which is 
the world’s largest rose window, and many impressive architec- 
tural details. The cathedral, in Cathedral Heights, near Columbia 
University, is the largest in America and the largest of Gothic 
type in the world. It is the seat of the Protestant Episcopal bishop 
of New York. Its walls are of granite, and the only steel in its 
construction is in the roof beams above the vault. It has been 
almost 50 years in the building. The cornerstone was laid in 
1892, but most of the work has been done since Bishop William T. 
Manning became head of the New York diocese in 1921. Thus 
far the building has cost about $20,000,000, contributed by many 
people, and it is estimated that $10,000,000 more will be needed 
to complete it with transepts and towers. President Roosevelt 
recently called it a witness “that American faith in the eternal 
verities of religion remains unshaken.”
